AN INCREASED TAX RATE. 


TI1K CITY’S VALUATION INCREASED 
A MILLION. 


The tax rate has been Axed by the as- 
sessors at $15.80, an increase of $1.40 over 
last year, There is a gain of $1,102,815 in 
tho valuation of real estate, which foots up 
this year $23,070,860, as against 821,977,061 
last year. 

The personal estAte foots up $0,218,791, 
as against $0,080,860 last year, a gain of 
$178,022. The total gain is $1,281,727, 
which is a gratifying proof of the growth 
of tlio city. On account of the two large 
estates that were divided last year, it was 
feared that the valuation would fall below 
that of last year. 

Tho number of polls this year is 5,060, 
against 5,101 last year, and 4.9*4 in 188ft. 

The total valuation of the city is $32,- 
287,310, and the amount of money to be 
raised exceeds half a million by a few 
thousands.

FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. 


KINDERGARTEN INSTRUCTION 
OROWN-rP VICKS. 


Will tbo render please cast his eyes upon 
the following questions: 1. Ho wean it bo 
proved that nicotine is a poison? 2. Why 
are cigarettes especially harmful? 8. Is 
alcohol a food? 4. What is the effect of 
disuse upon a muscle? 5. Undor what 
names is opium sold? 6. Under wlmt 

names is alcohol drunk? 7. Wlmt is tho 
difference between a food and a poison? 
8. Is any thing gained by changing fiom 
oue narcotic to another? ft. Wlmt is the 
effect of beer as a drink? 10. How docs 
clieorf illness help the muscle? These aro 
questions given as a test in physiology in 
tho public schools of a prominent eastern 
city, says a writer in Science. They aro 
not addressed to young men about to leave 
school. No, they aro asked of littlo boys 
and girls of from 8 to 10 years of ago. This 
is the examination paper at the cud of tho 
first elementary instruction in physiology. 
Of ten auostions, oight relate to drinking 
and smoking; tho physiology is a more side 
issue. These children, who ought to have 
about as much knowledge of such matters 
as they should of the methods in vogue at 
the stock exchange, aro actually forced to 
learn by roto tho details of human vice; 
and that, too. under thenamoof “physiolo- 
gy,” the only science which they learn. 
Unconsciousness, naiveto, is the symbol 
of childhood. Tho fact that physiology, 
oven if well taught, tends to destroy this 
trait, is the chief objection to its early 
study. Instructions such as tho above im- 
plies crushes tho most valuable trait in tho 
child, directs its curiosity to what is mor- 
bid, and forces into precocious develop- 
ment all its dangerous elements. Not 
enough that tho newspaper and tho dime 
novel proclaim in glaring colors the story 
of crime and sin: some notion of the 
perverity of human nature must bo mixed 
with the food of babes. That tho result of 
this teaching is to excite in the children a 
morbid curiosity to experiment for them- 
selves in such matters; or (with tho boys) 
to regard the whole as a lesson in “goody- 
goodyuess,” to which they forthwith de- 
cide to show themselves superior; or to re- 
gard their father, who takes his glass of 
wine at dinner, as an incipient criminal — 
this could easily have beon foreseen, and 
goes without saying. If there is one 
method better than all others to produce a 
race of drunkards, this has good claims to 
that distinction. If there is a degree of 
wrong in such superlatively perverse 
methods then it is still worse that the fair 
name of science should be outraged in this 
cause. Not only that this kind of teaching 
necessarily depends upon catechism 
methods (that the answer to the second 
question, for example, is to read that the 
especial perniciousuess of cigarettes is due 
to the fact they are usuallv made of de- 
cayed cigar stumps), but that tho entire 
idea of science thus implanted is .as wrong 
as it well can be. Better far revert to the 
old days when there was no science on the 
curriculum, than have science thus taught. 
The crowning, educational virtue of 
science is that it leads to tho use of 
scientific methods of teaching; this 
usurper chokes up all possibility of an in- 
terest in the scientific. Tho “temperance” 
question is, doubtless, one of tho most im- 
portant with which our age lias to deal— 
sufficiently important, perhaps, to make 
some consideration of it in tho public 
schools a legitimate proceeding— but it 
must bo dono at the right timo and in the 
proper way. Nothing can excuse the con- 
version of a text book on physiology into 
a “temperance” tract; nothing can excuse 
the sacrilege of presenting this story of 
disgusting vice under the name of

THE IIWCREANKD TAX RATE. 

The increase in the tax rate of $1.40 over 
last year is not a welcome surprise, al- 
though somo of the increase is <luo to facts 
not under tho control of the city govern- 
ment. The state tax levied upon the city 
is $14,000 greater than last year, and the 
county tax $2,000 greater. This accounts 
for about 50 cents of the increase. Then 
there is 810,000 for the flood damages of 
Hast year, which is included in this year’s 
Jevy. 

There has been a large increase of ex- 
penditures in various city departments 
•also, notably so in 'the highway and school 
■departments. Tho street light appropria- 
tion was increased 80,000. Some school 
liousc notes have come due and must be 
paid, more teachers have been hired at 
higher salaries, and all these things help 
swell the sum total. In the highway de- 
partment, for instance, every one is de- 
manding that his street or his sidewalk be 
.improved, and in a city as large as New- 
-ion there is an unlimited field for improve- 
ments of this kind. 

It is only by tho strictest oconomy and 
watchfulness that the tax rate can be kept 
-from increasing year by year, and even then 
there are unforseen expenses which have 
to be provided for. The problem before 
..the different branches of the city govern- 
ment is not an easy one, and the man who 
looks ont most zealously for the interests 

• of the taxpayers is pretty sure to find him- 
self unpopular, and charged with being an 
enemy to public improvements. Never- 
theless it seems to be time to take in a lit- 
- tlo sail, and to keep expenses from increas- 

• ing faster than the increasing valuation of 
tho city will permit. It will not be pru- 
dent to allow the tax rate to increase much 
beyond the present figure, and in making 

• up the appropriations for another year this 
. fact should be borne in mind. 

It is all very well to have modern im- 
provements, but there is danger of getting 
so many of them all at once that people in 
moderate circumstances can not afford to 
own property or to rent houses in Newton. 

In this connection it is proper to say 
a good word for the assessors, always the 
. most unpopular officials in a city. They 
.have a difficult task, as they roust steer 

• carefully between a too high tax rate on 
' the one hand and a too high valuation on 

the other. They must look carefully after 
taxable property, which is not always 
ways pleasant to the owners thereof, and 
in general their duties are far from 
agreeable. Our assessors seem to have done 
their work faithfully and with a careful 
regard for tire interests of the city, and 
.they are certainly deserving of credit for 
'keeping the tax rate this year as low as 
possible. 

PERNICIOI'N TEACHING. 

The last number of Science has an article 
'calling attention to a kind of instruction 
given to young children in the primary 
schools, and the lower grades of the gram- 
mar school, which passes under the name 
of elementary instruction in physiology. 
The article is well worth reading and will 
be found in another column. The writer 
’takes the position that physiology is not a 
; proper study for children of 8 and 10 years 
'Ot age, and tins agrees with tho opinion of 
many of the wisest educators. It destroys 
that unconsciousness which is the symbol 
of childhood, and which is carefully 
guarded in the homes, llut tho greatest 
objection he finds is that the elementary 
text books on the subject, used in many 

• cities, are not scientific works at all, hut 
merely tracts on temperance, and ho says 
that if there is any system calculated to 
produce a race of drunkards, by develop- 
ing morbid curiosity in the little pupils. 

•. this system has good claims to- that dis- 
tinction. The article seems to be rather 
exaggerated, as it is doubtful if there is 
any public school where such questions as 
tho ten quoted are asked of children of the 
age mentioned, but it calls attention to a 
dangerous teudency in school instruction. 
Few parents would be willing to allow their 
Jittle ones to visit a dissecting room, but 
tfio horrors would be no greater than allow* 

• iug them to study the physiological 
charts recently adopted in our schools, at a 
large expense, for example, and which are 
largely devoted to showing the effect 
of alcohol upon the internal orgaus. 
In the lower grades, especially, these 
charts should he guarded carefully by the 
teachers, and if ullowed to remain per- 
manently on the topmost shelf of a dark 
■ olosit, there would be no just cause for 

• complaint. Such ‘‘strong meat” is not 
, proper for babes. The importance of the 
i temperance question dumauds some atten- 
■ lion in schools, but there is a right way 

and a wrong wuy to give such instruction, 
aud it is not always, wise to instruct child- 
ton iu grown up vices. 

Tiikhk seems to be a prospect that the 
loug desired fust mail between Huston and 
New York will soou become a reality. 


Tiik celebration of the ono hundredth 
birthday of Mr. Seth Cavis will bo a nota- 
ble evont| the history of Newton, and 
Mayor Kimball’* action iu cnllingupon the 
city government to make arrangements for 
it is peculiarly aupropi iate. Such a public 
spirited citizen a* Mr. Davis always has 
been deserves all the honors that the city 
can bestow upon him. and from the inter- 
est that the citizens are taking iu the mat- 
ter, the celebration will he worthy of the 
occasion. It is to be hoped that Mayor 
Kimball's suggestion thnt the school child- 
ren take part in the oxcrciscs can he car- 
ried out. Mr. Davis has always taken 
such a lively interest in tho schools, and 
occupied such a prominent position as an 
educator for so mnny years, that such a 
feature of tho exercises would he pecul- 
iarly appropriate. Tho lesson taught by 
honors paid to such a man would bo pro- 
ductive of more good than any lessons 
taught in the schools. 


Mu. Curtis's speech before tho national 
civil servico reform lenguo makes very 
interesting reading, and he shows a com- 
mendable desire to be just to all parties. 
His moutning for President; Cleveland’s 
fall from grace is probably sincere, al- 
though the surprising fact is that a Demo- 
cratic President should he able to make 
any headway in reform principles. As 
was predicted at tho start, his party was 
too strong for him, but nevertheless the 
cause has been advanced, and the senti- 
ment in favor of reform principles is 
stronger than ovnv beforo. With the sen- 
timents of tho civil service reformers to- 
wards the President, as expressed by Mr. 
Curtis, the Republicans have only to put 
up the right kind of a candidate to in- 
duce most of them to support him. 


The papers have begun a crusade against 
tho divitikenness and disorder on tho last 
train from Boston, especially on Saturday 
night. It is coming to be the case that re- 
spectable people can not safely travel on 
this train, without being subjected to 
annoyances and insults, and the train 
officials seem to be powerless to preserve 
order. As Boston gets the profit out.of tho 
trade in making these men drunk, it ought 
to provide policemen on the late trains to 
see them safely home, or at least keep 
them from annoying sober passengers. 


Tiie Boston Traveller evidently now 
includes the Newton Graphic as well as 
Mr. Howells in its black list.

Honorlug a Centenarian.

The many friends of Mr. Seth Davis will 
see with pleasure that the City Council 
of Newton proposes to celeb rate the 
hundredth birthday of a respected towns- 
man with appropriate honors. 

Mr. Davis came to Newton when he was 
about twelve years old and learned the 
trade of a bricklayer, but had always thirst- 
ed for knowledge, and like somo other boys, 
distinguished iu after life, he employed 
every leisure moment in close devotion to 
study. By this means and somo school 
training, he became thoroughly prepared 
for teaching and founded a private school 
j in West Newton, which was unexcelled in 
its day. Many a Boston merchant was 
trained in Master Davis’s school and owed 
to him a large share of his intellectual de- 
velopment; for to enlarging the mental 
capacity of his pupils, Mr. Davis lookcil, 
quite as much as to storing their minds 
with the facts and elements of knowledge. 
Mr. Davis prepared a mental arithmetic, 
somewhat after the method of the celebrat- 
ed book of Warren Colburn, which hook 
was used with great success in. his own aud 
other schools. Amougtho “Newton boys” 
who graduated at his school are Alexander 
H. Rice and Prof. D. B. II agar, now Princi- 
pal of the State Norman School at Salem. 

Mr. Davis has always been a prominent 
and useful citizen of Newton, ami enjoys a 
serene old age, with troops of admiring 
and grateful friends among his widely 
scattered pupils; while there is probably 
not a single soul in all tho world that has 
aught of thought or wish against him. 
Thu one hundredth anniversary birthday 
of so rare a citizen should ue commemorat- 
ed by bis neighbors and surviving pupils 
with all the honors.

rrtparatlons for (’elcbratlng Ills 100th 
Birthday. 

THE CITY GOVERNMENT MEET* AND AP- 
POINTS rOMMITTKKS. 


Both branches of tho city council mot 
on Monday evening in response to n call 
from Mayor Kimball, to make arrange- 
ments for marking in an official way the 
100th birthday of Newton’s honored citizen, 
Mr. Seth Davis. A convention was order- 
ed, and aftor assembling in tho common 
council chamber, Mayor Kimball rend the 
following message: 

“Gontlonion;— The ono hundredth birth- 
day of our esteemed fellow citizen, tho 
venerable Soth Davis, will occur on .Satur- 
day, the third day of September next. 
Mr. Davis has resided in Newton for tlio 
remarkable period of 84 years and by his 
interest and efficiency in public affairs, his 
honorable aud useful life and the excellence 
of ids example, ho has won a conspicuous 
place in tho respect and affection of his 
fellow citizens. 

It seems to me that such a notable event 
in tho life of so estimable a citizen, should 
receive an appropriate public observance. 

Therefore 1 recommend that tho city 
council as a committee of tho whole and 
five citizens at large from onch ward 
be constituted a commicteo to take such 
action in tho matter as may appear best 
adapted to accomplish tho object in view.” 

Alderman Nickerson moved that tho 
message bo received and its recommen- 
dations adopted, which was carried.

After the appointment of these gentle- 
men as a committee had been confirmed, 
there was some discussion over the date 
at which the whole committee should bo 
called together. Alderman Pettee, Coun- 
cilmen Gore, Tyler and others made .re- 
marks and it was finally decided to call 
the meeting for Wednesday evening, Aug. 
10th, at 7 :8U p. in., so as to give all the gen- 
tlemen named an opportunity to be present.' 

The city clerk was requested to notify 
the members of tho committee. 

Mayor Kimball said that the exercises 
would probably be of a very simple charac- 
ter, to take place either in the city ball or 
at Mr. Davis’s residence. Ex-Governor 
Rice and Prof. D. B. Hagar, two former 
pupils of Mr. Davis, would probably make 
speeches, with singing by the school chil- 
dren, or other exercises of a like nature, 
After some further discusssion the joint 
convention was dissolved and both brauces 
adjourned. 

A BIT OF BIOGRAPHY, 

Mr. Davis was born in Ashby, Mass., his 
father being Timothy Davis, who took 
part in the Revolutionary war. Mr. Davis 
had only 20 months schooling, and then 
went to work. He came te Newton in 1802 
with 25 cents iu his pocket aud his extra 
clothes tied iu a pocket handkerchief, and 
worked four summers for Henry Crafts on 
Crafts street, farming for $0 per month, 
studying in his leisure hours; in 1800 took 
charge of a district school in Mason, N. II.; 
1SU7 to 1800 taught winter sehools iu Town- 
send; 1800 to 1812 taught public school, 
West Newton; winter 1812-18 kept. East 
school, Newton; 1818-14 had oversight of 
Soth Bemis’s cotton factory, Waltham, and 
taught school in winter: 1814 to 1818 had 
charge of East and West schools, Newton. 

Soon alter this he opened a private 
academy in West Newton, which lie kept 
till 1880, when ho sold to Georgo (,’. Beck- 
wlth. Afterwards he occasionally aided 
his daughter, Harriet, who kept a private 
school, lie introduced geography into the 
Newton schools and the practice of speak- 
ing pieces. This caused so much stir that 
a town meeting was called, where, after 
much debate on the demoralizing tenden- 
cies of tho times, it was decided by a ma- 
jority vote that geography might, bo con- 
tinued but declamations must cease. 

TEMPERANCE WORK. 

He introduced other helps to learning 
and delivered several courses of scientific 
lectures in Newton, Waltham and else- 
where. The first temperance society of 
Newton was* organized in his school. In 
1814 he gave up the use of ardent spirits ns 
a beverage, being probably the first man in 
Newton to do this. Seventy-live years ago 
he commenced setting out fruit and orna- 
mental trees, a practice lie continued every 
year, iu 1840 he was chosen county com- 
missioner for three years. In his school, 
it is said, pupils unable to pay were re- 
ceived on the same footing as children of 
wealthy parents. 

A 1JO FT His FAMILY. 

lie was married October 27, 1810, to Mary 
Durell. who died June 10, 1807. He had 
two children, Harriet, who died 88 years 
ago, and Mary, who married Rev. Augustus 
Willard, also deceased. A granddaughter, 
Hattie Willard, died 24 years ago, then a 
beautiful girl of 20. Ho married Mary J. 
(Hidden, his present wife, July 1, 1808. lie 
was taken a strong interest in Newton town 
affairs, has been justice of the peace for 
years, aud now bolds a commission as such 
signed by Gov. Robinson. There are no 
children or grandchildren now living; his 
three brothers are dead, but one sister, 
aged 00, is living in Townsend. 

Ills OLD PUPILS. 

Thirty two of his old pupils are now 
known to be living, and a special invitation 
will be extended to these to visit their old 


loved master, while a general invitation 
will ite given to the public. 

Among tho foiomost of the pupils are cx- 
Gov. Rico, Prof. 1). B. Hagar of the State 
Normal School at Salem; Soth Bemis of 
Newton, Alien Kinsburyof Wellosloy Hills, |

w hile not a pupil of his, has n warm inter- 
est in Mr. Davis, aud, with other lending 
citizens, will take part in tho celobration. 
w hile ex-Gov. Rice has manifested a special 
desire to he present and say a good word 
for Master Davis. 

Ills HEALTH. 

Since October, 28, 18SC, Mr. Davis has 
been unable to walk without difficulty, ns 
he Imd at that time a severe fall on a con- 
crete sidewalk, which caused a partial 
paralysis of his ldwer limbs. Ho is able, 
however, to sit up part of tho day, ami 
with assistance to walk across the room, 
but he Rpcnds most of tho timo in bed. 
lie has never suffered from illncsR and is 
nblo to talk with old friends, many of 
whom call frequently to see him, and find 
him as bright and cheerful as over. 

1 Ie is always in good spirits and takes 
great interest iu the approaching celebra- 
tion of bis 100th birthday, which lie has 
looked forward to for some time. Ten 
years ago his DOth birthday was celebrated 
in the city ball, and a full account ot the 
exercises and of tho chief events in Mr. 
Davis’s lifo appeared in tho Gkaffic at 
that time. Mr. Davis takes a lively in- 
terest iu local affairs and has been a sub- 
scriber to tho Graffic since early in its 
history. 

It was formerly his custom to celebrate 
his birthday by walking from his homo on 
Watertow n street, West Newton, to Boston, 
ton, a distance of ten miles, aim continued 
the practice for some years after his 00th 
birthday. 

His fondness for troos is well known and 
for 75 years he has set .out many trees 
yearly, thousands of tho trees in West 
Newton having been planted by him. 
When he came to Newton, 85 yenrs*ago, 
there were only half a dozen houses ill 
West Newton, and the fact that it is such a 
beautiful place to-day is owing ill gnat 
measure to him, as at ono timo or another, 
lie has owned most of the land in the ward.

Another clear day try a ride into Boston 
from Newton through Cambridge by the 
open cars, or go to Cambridge, and from 
thero exchange for Arlington and Medford, 
and range about through the beautiful 
Middlesex Fells. 

The open street cars carry you through 
some most beautiful regions, and by pass- 
ing from one car to another you can go 
from Boston down to Gloucester, within 
sight of the ocean much of the way. 

Trips down the harbor are so well known 
that they need not be described here. 

Those who are,, fond of the woods and 
quiet dells will find Hammond’s Pond and 
Rico’s Crossing the centres of charming 
neighborhoods. To reach the former get 
out at Chestnut Hill, and then a short walk 
will bring you to scenery as wild as any 
you have ever seen. You will be surprised 
to liud such rocks and caves aud templed 
hills so near a built up city. 

If you go to Rico’s Crossing take the 
road to the rignt from the station, and if 
great trees, pure air and good water will 
satisfy you, you will find all three there. 

Last but not least, the Echo Bridge at 
Upper Falls is worthy a half day’s visit. 
Y r ou can get out at the Highlands and walk 
over, or you will find a barge in waiting. 
You will never regret an afternoon spent 
in waking the echoes at Upper Falls. 

Some one should write a Guide Book to 
Newton and vicinity. It would bo useful 
not only to the strangers who come among 
us, but to many of our older residents who 
have not yet learned the full delights of 
living in the Garden City.

Dropping in tho other day at McWh wain’s 
upholstery shop, White’s block, Nowton 
Centre, wo noticed a couple of ancient high- 
backed rosewood chairs with eagle’s claw 
foot, tho scats of dark embossed leather, 
studded with gilt-licaded nails.

Alemliers of Eliot church were delighted- 
to see Thursday morning a force of 25 men 
and a doaen teams at work on the site of 
the old Eliot church building, under the 
direction of Timothy Stewart. 

It was evident from this that the con- 
tract for the new church had Anally been 
awarded and that something was being 
done towards the erection of the new 
church building. A visit to the office of 
Air. George F. M each am, the architect, dis- 
closed the fact that the contract had been 
awarded to Woodbury & Leighton, builders 
of Boston, the same firm who had charge 
of Air. Farlow’s imposing new block on 
Lincoln street, Boston. This is a guaranty 
that tlio work will be well done, and that 
the designs of the architect will be faith- 
fully carried out. : 

Air. Alcacham kindly exhibited the plans 
and explained them at some length, from 
which the following description was writ- 
ten: 

THE MATERIALS 

to be used are pink granite, from the 
famous quarries at Braggville in Milford, 
with Kihbe brownstone trimmings from 
Springfield. The woodwork in the audi- 
ence room will be either of oak or cherry, 
that point being undecided, and in the 
chapel of ash. 

TIUB ARCHITECTURE 

is Romanesque iu the general desien, and 
the plans show a graceful and attractive edi- 
fice. The main entrance is on Centre street, 
through a many arched vestibule, above 
which the building ends in a gable with a 
large window, to be filled with stained 
glass, having for a special subject Eliot 
preaching to the Indians. The gable is 
flanked by stone columns, and behind it 
appears the slates of the high pitched roof. 
On the north side is a stone tower, 
pierced with windows, through the base of 
which is another entrance to tho audience 
room of the church. Ou the south side is 
a tasteful porte cochere,’frora which there 
is another entrance to the church, making 
four front entrances. The building is 
cruciform in general shape, and on the 
sides are gables at either eud of the tran- 
sept, with places for large round windows 
above, and several smaller rectangular ones 
below. Just beyond the gable on the north 
side is the clock tower, a very handsome 
one, 127 feet high. The clock faces o:i 
each side are 100 feet from the ground, and 
31 feet above the ridge of the roof. Below 
is the bell tower, with balconies on each 
of the four sides, the lower part of the bal- 
conies surmounting the roof. The base of 
tower contains the minister’s room, and 
also an entrance, leading to the chapel, the 
audience room and the minister’s' room. 
The chapel is on the end towards the park, 
the rear being curved, and there is also an 
entrance to the chapel near the end. cor- 
responding to one on the south side. There 
is also an entrance on the north side, cor- 
responding to the one in the tower, leading 
to the chapel, the choir room, and the 
audience room. Any description fails to 
convey an adequate idea of the appearance 
of the exterior, but judging from the plans 
and Mr. Meachain’s work on other 
churches, the building will be one of the 
handsomest churches in Newton. 

THE DIMENSIONS. 

The new building covers nearlv twice tli 
ground of the old one, and its extreme 
length will be 20$ feet, and width 110 feet. 
The audience room will be 117 feet from 
the front entrance to the organ, and the 
width of the nave is 04 feet aud of the 
transept 01 feet. There will be seats for 
1100 people. The pulpit platform is oppo- 
site the front entrance, and behind it are 
semi-circular seats for the large choir, with 
the orgau back of them. The heavy trusses, 
running diagonally from each corner of the 
transept, are to be supported upon polished 
granite columns, with carved freestone cap- 
itals. There will be no gallaries in the 
audience room. The chapel will he 40 by 
05 feet, with the ladies* parlor on the south 
side, and the kitchen and infants* class 
room ou the north. The latter room will 
be l‘J by 32, so that they are all of good 
size. Above these rooms are seven class 
rooms, three on one side and four on tho 
other, with entrances direct from the 
chapel, and all forming a gallery on two 
sides, so that the Sunday school cau be- 
come one body, by the classes moving to 
the front of the balcony. 

In the audience room there are seveu 
windows on each side in the first story, 
with the three larger windows in the 
gables. 

The buikliug will be heated throughout 
by steam and the interior furnishings will 
be of a character to compare with the 
building. The large organ will probablv 
bo the largest in Newton. 

The building committee are to be con- 
gratulated on the success of their en- 
deavors. They have not been iu a hurry, 
but they felt that they were building a 
church to hist for many generations, aud 
so could afford to act deliberately.

A Wise View. 

judge Fenner, of the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana, in a recent suit between the 
editor and the business manager of a news- 
paper, decided against the latter, holding 
that “a public newspaper is not a purely 
mercantile enterprise, nor is the vocation 
of an editor merely mercenary.” He takes 
so sensible a view of the true fuuction of a 
newspaper that we subjoin the following 
extract from his opinion: 

Surely newspapers have some object 
higher than merely money-making. As 
operated in modern times they are some- 
thing more than mere advertising mediums, 
or even purveyors of news. They are 
organs of public opinion, instructors of 
the people, advocates of certain fixed poli- 
cies and principles, the promotion of 
which must gratify the intellectual and 
moral desires of their proprietors, even if 
they do not in all cases advance their pe- 
cuniary interests. 

We might well conceive that, though 
offered ample pecuniary inducements to 
advocate principles or causes which they 
disbelieve, or to abstain from advocating 
those which they approve, worthy journal- 
ists would reject such propositions with 
the scorn which they deserve. 

We must apply the same rule to the edi- 
tor of a newspaper. He, too, must be 
treated as a man who has principles and 
convictions, a sense of public duty, a devo- 
tion to the interests of his people, as he 
understands them, and we must assume 
that in executing the functions of his high 
calling, ho sets a value upon the advance- 
ment of such objects far above and beyond 
pecuniary reward. 
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The Work of Jennie Collins. 

In tho work of Jennie Collins for the 
working girls of Boston, says Work and 
Wages, there was an inspiring example of 
what a single individual cau do to make 
conditions a little more comfortable for 
those whose lives are a long struggle with 
adversity. She was no better off in her 
younger days than thousands of friendless 
ones, but she had high ideals and a resolute 
will to live up to them. She first kept her- 
self above the influences that tend to drag 
down the working girl dependent on her- 
self in a great city, and then reached out a 
helping hand to others. In the last fifteen 
years Boffin’s Bower, the exchange for 
women which she established in 1870, has 
cared for thirty thousand girls and found 
work for them. All the charitable organi- 
zations of the city put together accom- 
plished less for the working girls of Boston 
than did this one woman. What a lesson 
this fact ought to convey to those who are 
impatiently demanding somo reorganiza- 
tion of social institutions, or some new 
legislation, or some now set of government 
agencies to benefit the poor. If every one 
who is so eager to have somebody else 
do something for humanity would himself 
or herself take hold as Jennie Collins did, 
the problem of poverty would be wonder- 
fully simplified.

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Edoak Fawcktt received $3,000 from 
the American Magazine, for the privilege 
of publishing his new novel, “Olivia Dela- 
plaine,” and he reserves tlio right to pub- 
lish it in book form. The reason ho re- 
ceived such an immense sum, as explained 

• by the Boston Traveller, is because ho is 
“on tho advance wave, so to speak, of fic- 
tion.’’ This may bo true, as tho tilings 
«tfl*at float on “the advance wave” aro scl- 
« done of any great value. Mr. Fawcett is a 
.prolific writer, but he evidently is a still 
more prolific reader, and he uses what tho 
Traveller calls “his fine and vivid imagi- 
native powers” in adorning old and tbread- 
' bare plots and incidents with a certain 

graoe and facility, that almost hides the 
wooden character of the whole construc- 
-*tion. His novols do very well for a sum- 
mer afternoon’s recreation, but a single 
reading will content most peopie. There 
is more hope of the Traveller’s becoming 
the leading Boston newspaper than of Mr. 
Fawcett’s becoming the Great American 
novelist. 

"Watertown is one of the few towns 
where the taxes are to bo roduced this 
year, the rate fixed upon being $12.50, 
which is $2.50 less than last year. The 
town lias gained $188,011 during the year, 
of which $117,000 is in real estate and $70,- 
021 in personal property. The largest tax- 
payer this year is the estate of B. E. Batos, 
•-which is assessed $2, 718. 75, while the Fitch- 
burg Railroad coihpany will pay $2,570.25, 
and the Aetua mills corporation $2,838.00. 
The Adams estate, which formerly came 
in as a big taxpayer, is now cut up into

Tiie Peabody Press claims that the pres- 
ent liquqr law is the most effective that 
has ever been on our statute books, and 
that it can he enforced \yherever the senti- 
ment of the people sustains its enforce- 
ment. Ia the smaller cities and towns 
the law is enforced, because it is sustained 
by popular sentiment. As for the large 
cities, the Press says that no great city ever 
lias, or ever will enforce a prohibitory law, 
and it would he bad policy for the rural 
parts to impose such a law upon the 
cities. That experiment has also been 
tried and proved a disastrous and dis- 
graceful failure. 


The electric light poles present such a 
neat appearance since they have been 
painted, that it is a pity to have them dis- 
figured by posters and hand-bills, as has 
been the case in some instances. Neither 
the electric light poles nor the tire alarm 
telegraph poles were erected for advertis- 
ing pui |>oseK, and measures ought to he 
taken to prevent their disfigurement. The 
bills are also liable to become a nuisance, 
as they often becomo loose and their Hap- 
ping in the wind frightens horses. The 
city authorities will do well to look after 
this matter. 


The little village of Marlon, which has 
been made famous by the visit of Mrs. 
Cleveland, had the honor of being de- 
scribed in “The Bostonians,” one of Henry 
James’s least interesting novels. lie calls 
it “Marmiou” and uses it as a background 
for certain important incidents in the 
story. He saw it, it is said, in a visit to R. 
W. Gelder, editor of the Century, and de- 
scribes it as a little, straggling, loosely 
clustered town.

Boston can now boast of the biggest 
monopoly in street railways in the world. 
The combination of the West End and Con- 
solidated railway companies control tracks 
■ enough, it is said, to reach across the state, 
if they were extended m a straight line. 
1L is certainly to ho hoped that the mono- 
poly w ill look more carefully after the public 
convenience than the old cumpauies have 
done. 

The street light appropriation was in- 
creased $2,090, instead of $0,18)0, in order to 
provide for electric lights. The total cost 
of the electric lights is expected to he nearly 
hut owing to the reduction in the 
price of gas, and tins fact that the electric 
lights take the place of a large number of 
g;ig lamps, the cost of lighting the city is 
only $2,000 more than last year.

BREAKFAST FRITTERS. 

One cup of cold boiled rice, ono pint of 
flour, ono ten-spoonful of snlt, two eggs 
beaten lightly, two tea-spoonfuls of baking 
powder stirred into the flour, and enough 
milk to mako a think batter. Fry like 
griddle cakes. — [American Agriculturist. 

LEMON SHERBET. 

One and one-half pounds of loaf sugar, 
one quart of water and nine lemons. Wipe 
the lemons clean, and rub them with the 
lumps of sugar in order to extract the zest. 
Put tho rubbed lump with the rest of the 
sugar into the water, and allow them to 
dissolve. Then cut all tho lemons into 
halves, squeeze the juice into the sweetened 
water, strain and freeze tho Bamo way as 
ice-cream. 

STRING BEANS. 

This vegetable is often spoiled because 
it is not properly cooked. String the beaus 
carefully and cut up. Cook in just enough 
water to cover them, boiling steadily and 
slowly for two hours. Toward the latter 
part of the time do not replenish the water 
which should l*e nearly absorbed when 
they are done. Stir them lightly so that 
none may stick to the bottom and add a 
large cup of milk in which a tea-spoonful 
of flour and a tenspoonful of butter have 
been mixed. When this boils season and 
sorve. 

INEXPENSIVE DESERTS. 

To make an inexpensive desert, prepare 
a custard flavored with whatever is pre- 
ferred. When cold put in a freezer, but 
not to bo frozen too stiff. Before usine 
stir into it small piecos of ripe peaches or 
pineapple, or whatever perfectly ripe fruit 
is in season. Another plain cream is easily 
made. Put the yolks of five oggs in a 
stew-pan with six ounces of sugar, boat it 
up with a spoon until white, in anothcr 
stew-pan have a pintof milk and one ounce 
of isinglass, boil 10 minutes; stir continual- 
ly to prevent burning, flavor with vanilla 
or whatever is preferred; pour tho milk on 
the eggs and sugar, placo on the fire, stir 
well together, do not lot it boil; .pass it 
through a sieve into around bowljwhon 
cold set it on the ice, add two or threo 
glasses of liquor, continue stirring, and 
when sottling add three parts of a pint of 
cream well whipped, mix well together 
and pour into the mold in the ice and keep 
there till required. 

FRUIT PUDDINGS. 

Few puddings can excel fruit puddings 
if carefully made and the fruit is ripe. Ic 
is best to make them iu a basin which is 
buttered and lined • with paste, then filled 
with the fruit, which is covered with the 
paste, the paste rolled round to the thick- 
ness of half an inch, and when the fruit is 
in, then drawn to tho center and squeezed; 
then tied up in a cloth kept for the pur- 
pose, and boiled in plenty of water. When 
done, which will bo according to the nature 
of the fruit put in, serve it in any form pre- 
ferred in or out of the basin. The paste 
lid should be of the same thickness as the 
sides. Sugar should be added before being 
covered. Apples should be pared, cored, 
and cut in quarters, sugar, a few cloves, and 
a piece of lemonpeel added. Peaches, 
nectarines, apricots, and plums should be 
cut in halves, tho kernels extracted from 
the stones and added, a little cream, accord- 
ing to tho size of tho pudding, in which, if 
not disliked, a little grated cinnamon is 
added, and may be put in at the same time 
as the fruit; use a little sugar. All small 
fruit may bo similarly used. — |Xew York 
Evening Post. 

STEWED BLACKBERRIES. 

Stow slowly any desired quautity of 
blackberries, allowing a tablespoonful of 
flour to every quart of berries, and the 
same quantity of sugar; stir in well and 
cook until it thickens; pour into moulds 
and cool. To be eaten with cream and 
sugar. 

FROZEN PEACHES. * 

One quart of milk, four eggs, one-half 
cup of sugar and a pinch of salt; scald the 
milk as for soft custard and put away to 
cool. When cold add ono quart of mashed 
peaches, with sugar to taste, and then 
freeze tho mixture. 


Horse Notes. 

Mr. E. L. Smith of Boston, who lately 
returned from the Lady Patriot Stock Farm, 
Golfstowu, where he sketched tho celebra- 
ted trotting stallion Viking (2.20$), favors 
us with tlie following facts concerning his 
visit: “Hoarding tho 3 p. m. Manchester 
train from tho Lowell depot, this city, a 
few days since, I soon found myself whirl- 
ing over bridges, past the far-famed Mystic, 
through the celebrated leather-producing 
town of Woburn, thence over a dreary 
tract of country to Lowoll. From this 
point the train skirts tho margin of the 
Merrimac, crossing and recrossing the river 
and winding along its banks until Manches- 
ter is reached. At this point a change of 
cars is necessary, the transfer being to the 
Wearo River road, which passes Parker’s 
Station, the nearest uoint to the home of 
Viking. From Manchester this road runs 
through a hilly, picturesque country at 
quite an elevation above tho valley farms 
lying along the somewhat pretentious little 
river Piscataquog. and passes within a few 
feet of tho old Goil'stown track, where 
Taggart’s Abdallah and his got wore wont 
to show their paces in years past. Arriv- 
ing at Parker’s, I espied a small lad eyeing 
me askance and asked him to direct me to 
Lady Patriot Farm, ‘llavo you come to 
see Viking?* he asked. ‘Yes, my hoy, you 
have sized us exactly.’ The directions 
were followed, and in a few’ moments Mr. 
Thomas was found, looking somewhat fee- 
ble from tho elfeets of protracted illness 
from which he is steadily recovering. After 
partaking of Mr. Thomas’s hospitality, 1 
went out to renew my acquaintance witli 
my old friend, Viking, while he was un- 
dergoing his evening toilet, and found him 
in fine condition. 

“The following morning an invitation to 
enjoy a birdseye view of Lady Patriot 
Stock Farm and its surroundings from a 
neighboring hill was accepted. From this 
elevation seven townships were visible, also 
a chain of mountains whoso summits were 
still glistening with snow. Thu farm con- 


tains eighty-six acres of land, mostly past- 
urage. The water supply is excellent and I 
the quality line. It consists of a system of I 
large wells so arranged that they can bo i 
attached or detached at a moment’s notice { 
in case of tiro or other emergency. After 
Viking’s morning toilet and walk were 
completed to tho satisfaction of his old at- j 
tondant, Jim Powers, who accompanied 
him through the circuit last season, lie 
looked fit for a dress parade. When pos- 
ing for tho artist ho stands in each position j 
like a w’cll-drilled soldier executing the 
manual of arms.

23, 
1831, ho stands about 15.1$, and iH built 
very powerfully, though with a great de- 
gree of finish withal. As a four-year-old 
ho scored a record of 2.24$, which at Jlart- 
ford he lowered to 2.20$ in his five-year- 
old form. He was got l>y Belmont, from 
Watcrwitch, the dam also of Mambrino 
Gift, tho first 2.20 stallion, and of Scotland 
(2.22$), sired by tho lace horse Bonnie 
Scotland, a notable production, showing 
tho inlluonco which old Wnterwitch exert- 
ed over her produce. Although Viking 
passed through a series of races, winning 
all but one, he is today a perfect horse, and 
bears no mark or strain to indicate that ho 
ever started in a race. As vet ho has but 
few foals; all but one, I think, are suck- 
lings. Ono which we saw speaks volumes 
in favor of Viking’s superiority as a stock 
horse. 

•‘It is a bay without white, hns a remark- 
ably strong Bet of limbs, with the most 
powerful coupling and quarter that we 
have seen for many a day. Its pert car- 
riage is really nmusing. There are seventy- 
eight patrons already booked to Viking 
this season, fifty-six of which are to come. 
There are at the farm many finely-bred 
young mares from producing families, 
among which are Christine (2.29$), Coinec’s 
Sister, a full sister to Comco (2.19$), Jenny 
Middleton, sister to Molly Middleton (2.25$), 
Ada W. (2.30), Zatupa (2.40), Idlefonsc, 
half-sister to Forrest Patclien (2.10$), Balm 
o’ Gilead, by Thorndalo (2.22$), a handsome 
daughter of Henry B. Patclien. sire of 
darns Adele Gould (2.10), Brown Wilkes 
(2.21$) and others. Jim Golden’s Blonde, 
by Vanderbilt, from Flaxey, dam of Blon- 
dino (2.24$), Mr. Shepard’s peerless daugh- 
ter of George Wilkes, a daughter of Hain- 
bletonian 10, one by Thomas Jefferson (2.23) 
ono by Edward Everett, also a lino four- 
year-old by John F. Phelps, and a daughter 
of Mambrino Gift (2.20), which is a richly- 
bred mare and interesting to watch. Mam- 
brino Gift (2.20), being irom the dam of 
Viking, is like an uncle marrying a niece. 
The writer is not an advocate of inbreeding 
so closely, yet as 1 do not chance to know 
how this mare’s dam is bred, will notdwell 
too strongly on individual opinion. Gala- 
tea (2.24$ ( is among the number which will 
produce foals by Viking tuis season. This 
partial list represents Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode island, Con- 
necticut, New York, Pennsylvania and two 
from Canada, showing the degree of confi- 
dence breeders impose in Viking. 

“Lady Patriot Stock Farm is also the 
home of Patriot, by Thorndalo (2.22$); 
first dam, Lady Patriot (dam of Sentinel 
20$, of Volunteer 55, and Heroine, dam of 
Shawmut. 2.2(1). Patriot is a fine-looking, 
strongly made fellow, whose oldest colts are 
speedy and blood-like, especially a two- 
year-old from Bess Bright. Tliorndale 
Echo fills my eye. He is a bright red chest- 
nut in color, showing finish, substance and 
speed. His dam was Ariadne, by Mam- 
brunello, son of Mambrino Chief, and as 
Thorndalo’ s dam, old Dolly, was by Mam- 
brino Chief, Tliorndale Echo is stroug in 
the blood of tho sire of Lady Thorne (2.18$). 
But ten o’clock draws near, and little Bes- 
sie, Mr. Thomas’s matronly little daughter, 
anuounces that the train is up the road, so, 
grip in hand, I bid adieu to the genial 
owner of Viking, promising him and my- 
self that when time permits I shall again 
visit Lady Patriot Stock Farm, and advise 
all readerc of tho Cultivator interested in 
breeding fine horses to do the same. Mr. 
Thomas will make their visit pleasant, and 
is thoroughly conversant upon the horse 
topics of the day.” — [Boston Cultivator.

The 32d Regiment Reunion. 

The 32d Regiment Volunteers Associa- 
tion, to which so many Newton men belong- 
ed, held its 14th annual leuuion at Melville 
Garden on Tuesday. About 200, including 
members and their families, were present, 
and after tho clam-bake a business meet- 
ing was held. Resolutions were adopted 
on the death of Sergeant Stillman C. 
Spaulding of Company K, Newton Centre, 
and of Comrade Patch. A short history of 
the regiment was given. Its first service 
was at jFort Warren, in Boston Harbor, 
where it was only a battalion of four com- 
panies. It began duty there in November, 
1801, and in the following May, there being 
hopes of an early peace, Major Francis 
J. Parker resigned, but returned to his 
post before the acceptance of his resigna- 
tion, and tho regiment wns ordered to 
Washington, Major Parker being promoted 
to the position of lieutenant-colonel. Soon 
afterwards Company K was recruited in 
Newton with these officers: Captain J. 
Cushing Edmands; afterwards colonel and 
brevet brigadier general; Lieutenants, Am- 
brose Bancroft aud John F. Boyd. 

At the close of 1802 Col. Parker resigned 
and Lieutenant Colonel Prescott succeeded 
him, with Captain Edmands as major. In 
July, 1805, the regiment was mustered out, 
having served three years, seven months 
and 25 days. 

Among the members attending the re- 
union from this city was Col. I. F. Kings- 
bury, who was appointed chairman of the 
committee on resolutions. Following aro 
those adopted on ilie death of Comrade 
Spaulding: 

“The death of Sergeant Stillman C. 
Spaulding of Company K, on the 7th of last 
April, has removed from our association a 
comrade who greatly delighted in fostering 
every recollection of liis military service, 
and in doing honor to liis brothers who 
with him stood in the front of battle. His 
was a life of true devotion to principle in 
word and example, in the army and out ol 
it. He sought and loved tho society ot 
faithful men, and laid no claim to meritori- 
ous acts, except in the way of conscientious 

f ierformance of every duty. Shortly before 
iis death he said to mo: “Say goodby to all 
my comrades and tell thorn that I tried to 
do my duty.” He was conscious till nearly 
the moment of dissolution, and real- 
ized that the last call in liis tour of life's 
duties had been sounded. He looked for- 
ward with pleasure to the future existence, 
and was sustained by the blessed hopes of 
immortality. Be it, therefore, 

Kosolved, by the Thirty-second Regiment 
Massachusetts Volunteer Association, That 
we here dcclaro our high appreciation of 
the life and services of our deceased com- 
rade, and express our deep sympathy for 
the widow and daughter left to mourn the 
loss of a devoted husband and father, and 
we will treasure liis example, so worthy to 
b(* followed, as an inspiration to every pat- 
riotic and noble purpose. 


The Boys in Newton. 

In 1880 a gentleman published in the St. 
Nicholas Magazino the results of some in- 
quiries lio made as to the boyhood of otie 
hundred leading citizens of Springfield. 
He found that nearly three-fourths of the 
number lmd boon country boys, growing 
up under the severe discipline of farm life, 
and the majority of the others had been 
compelled to engage early in useful labor 
of various kinds. 

He concludes that too much leisure and 
too comfortablo a time are not good for 
growing boys; that if they aro to achieve 
success in tho various callings of life they 
need the training which comes from set- 
tled employments. 

It is really a matter that may well bring 
serious forbodings when we think of the 
condition of the majority of tho boys in 
the city of Newton. Comparatively few of 
them have anything to do except to go to 
school, and vacation time, Saturdays and 
the summer months, bring a period of ab- 
solute idleness, except as they roam about 
at their own will, attending possibly a base 
ball match, or going off on a pleasure 
trip. 

Parents should see that tlieir boys have 
something to do. One gentleman suggests 
that a fondness for gardening should be 
fostered among tho boys, and that they bo 
required to keep the grounds in good order. 
Another proposes that those who have any 
mechanical genius be taught the use of 
tools. 

A few years ago a carpenter in one of 
our cities had a class of boys on Saturdays 
whom he taught the use of tools. Is there 
not a chance for something of the sort 
here? 

Of course there must be some time for 
play, but it is a serious question whother 
the easy, indolent lives of many of our 
boys are likely to result in anything com- 
mendable in the future. Besides good 
schooling, every boy should have some 
work to do out of school hours.

The Helping Hand Society, through the 
chairman of tho executive committee, Miss 
A. M. Beecher of Newtonville, have ex- 
pressed the desire and design of taking 
Miss Jennie Collins’ work in hand, both to 
perpetuate the work and memory of one 
who planned and executed that work so 
long and so well. Miss Beecher says, “It 
would bo no deviation from our original 
plan to have one home called the Jennie 
Collins Home, while the spirit she infused 
into Boffins Bower would be a constant in- 
spiration to us.” Many of the executive 
committee are in accord with this plan and 
at an early day a meeting will be called to 
act with the personal and philanthropic 
friends of the late and greatly lamented 
friend ;of the working girls, to perpetuate 
in some fitting manner her memory and 
labors.

Newton’s Famous Trout. 

Some of our older readers will probably 
bo able to identify the writer of the fol- 
lowing amusing incident in the early his- 
tory of Newton, which recently appeared 
in the Mcdflold Bulletin: 

“The following incident happened about 
fifty yeal-s ago when iny father lived in 
Newton, half way between Newton Corner 
aud Newton Centre, in the largo niausiou 
afterwards owned and occupied by J. Wiley 
Edmands, Esq. In the back lot of the laud 
in the rear of the house was a narrow val- 
ley, through which flowed u brook of clear 
and remarkably cold water, which con- 
tained many speckled trout. Between the 
hills bordering this valley my father built 
a dam in which was a gate, easily raised 
and lowered when necessary to procure 
muck. The basin thus formed filled with 
water, making a pond twelve or fifteen feet 
deep, so iey cold that tho one bath 1 once 
took iu it, 1 never desired to repeat. It

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NOTES ABOI'T NEWTON.

Mr. B. P. Slilllabor, the Boston corres- 
pondent of the Hartford Post, has the fol- 
lowing about Newton in ono of his recont 
weekly letters: 

CHANGE OF BASF.. 

While 1 am constructively in Boston, 1 
am at Newton Centre, one of the strong- 
holds of conservative theology — the Bap- 
tist Theological seminary being located 
here— ono of tlio most charming places that 
the sun shines on, the gem of all the Now- 
tons. There are natural features here more 
marked than in other portions, with an un- 
dulating surface and several prominent 
hills affording a fine view of the town and 
beyond. In the center of the Centre is a 
beautiful lake of sonic half milo in diame- 
ter, which is a delight to the people, who 
resort to it for fishing, sailing or bathing, 
and it is a pleasant sight on a bright day to 
see gay boats skim along its surface, re- 
minding of other and wider wnters but 
none more pleasant. To fish in tlio lako is 
n privilege, not generally allowed, and 
black bass of goodly size, I am told, are 
caught there, with no exaggerations per- 
mitted, evon in the local papers, to empha- 
size the fact. The streets are the most per- 
fectly kept of any placo I have ever visited. 
They are as level and hard as a floor, and 
carts are around in all directions picking 
lip loose pebbles, though scarce bigger 
than marbles, and the small boy has no 
munitions with which to exercise hisstone- 
throwing proclivities. The streets are 
lined with varied and abundant foliage, and 
flower beds abound in all directions, giving 
a cheerful aspect to the town, very credita- 
ble to fair cultivators. 

CENTRE AND CIRCUMFERENCE. 

Newton Centre is on tlio Woonsocket di- 
vision of the New York and New’ England 
railroad, the portion to Newton Highlands, 
a mile beyond, having been purchased by 
the Boston & Albany to form a nart of its 
circuit road through the Newtons, which 
was opened last year and which has proved 
a successful experiment so far as accom- 
odating the people is concerned, but whoso 
profits will have to depend upon the future 
grQwth of settlements along its route. It 
embraces an area of some twenty-five 
miles with twenty stations, and one em- 
barking at Boston is carried around the 
whole radius to his starting point without 
leaving the car, affording a most satisfact- 
ory view of a country of unsurpassed 
beauty, during which an hour is most 
agreeably passed, but which, strange to 
say. is very little availed of by stay-at- 
lmmes, who might, through this medium, 
obtain great enjoyment in summer. Some 
portions of the route is quite romantic, 
crossing ravines and passing through 
woods where settlements are sparse, though 
stations have been assigned for vacant 
places in anticipation of future improve- 
ment. The road is a great tiling for New- 
ton, and is availed of by residents for more 
social intercouse, which is growing more 
and more in favor, and neighborly calls are 
made possible though miles apart. It is 
especially handy for nigh school pupils, the 
school being at Newtonvillo, which schol- 
ars from all sections of the city attend. 
The young peoule call it the “circus rail- 
road.” 

AS I HAVE SAII). 

In a recent letter I alluded to certain 
possibilities wherein a teacher, appointed 
to succeed one deposed, would find himself 
opposed by a school in sympathy with his 

C redecessor. I spoke on general principles, 
ut 1 find here a case similar to that which 
1 imagined, where the High School teacher 
who had brought his charge up to a high 
degree of excellence, and had won the re- 
spect and affection of his entire school, was 
suddenly dismissed by the committee, in 
spite of parental remonstrance and the 
united voice of pupils and people, and ono 
in a remote city so suddeuly called to fill 
his place that there was no time for ascer- 
taining his merits or proving the necessity 
for any change at all. There was a reck- 
lessness of haste that was very offensive, 
resulting m putting the committee under 
ban and placing the new teacher into a had 
position if the pupils will it so, as some 
threaten and many parents justify. This 
is altogether wrong, for however much the 
committee were to blame — if they were to 
blame— the new teacher should not ho boy- 
cotted for their offense, nor his dignity as- 
sailed by invidious acts, lie is chosen to 
teach, not to fight, and those who would 
encourage resistance to his authority on 
the ground stated, have but a feeble appre- 
ciation of what a teacher is for and would 
pull down the structure to vindicate a mis- 
taken sentiment. 1 sincerely hope that my 
former argument may not be found to ap- 
ply here. 

NOT FOR NEWTON. 

Wo read hero of fearful heat ami violent 
storms with thunder and lightning prevail- 
ing elsewhere, but this vicinage seems 
specially favored in these regards, and tlio 
heat, though at times ardent, is never so 
intense as to provoke even the customary 
question regarding the weather. The ques- 
tion is usually merged in the remark that 
it is “a fine day,” as 1 have heard on two 
occasions this morning. Thermometers 
are little regarded here; indeed I have not 
seen one since I have been here; the cool 

J iiazzas and the fine breeze from Baptist 
fill blending wiili the nioistcr airs from the 
valley, rendering resort to the thermometer 
a matter of indifference. The temperature 
at the hottest doesn’t seem so very hot to 
one escaped from the city, as I have exper- 
ienced, and those living here and do busi- 
ness there, find on return at night a most 
invigorating change. It seems strange that 
aught beyond so delightful a precinct 
should be craved by residents, and yet even 
here a restlessness pervades the commun- 
ity, and desire for change culminates in a 
visit to some far resort, wearying to get 
there and not half so enjoyable when at- 
tained, as what is left behind. Boston is 
hut seveu miles from here, and, as 1 sit, 1 
can almost deem that 1 see the shimmer 
of the city heat above the distant 
tree tons that hide the view in that direc- 
tion. Tlie woods are barrier against heat, 
and every intervening mile is a guaranty of 
security for this centre of sylvan luxury. 
('JM)N the hill. 

Looking down upon me — not, however, 
in an invidious sense— the Newton theolog- 
ical institution crowns the highest hill in 
the vicinity, its pinnacle rising above the 


trees and houses, its gray walls in pleasant 
contrast with the surrounding foliage, and 
presenting Altogether a very picturesque 
appearance. Though widely known as the 
Baptist theological institution, generally 
but little is understood of its history, its 
work having been quietly pursued in tlio 
interests of a denomination, ami its results 
have not been so extensively blazoned as 
those of grander institutions devoted to 
general culture. It lias a noble record, 
nevertheless, and one of which all who have 
participated in its object or contributed to 
its growth have reason to be proud. It whs 
begun in 15V2S and chartered the succeeding 
year, simply as a training school for the 
ministry, with only two professors, but its 
object soon comnionded it to public atten- 
tion, and effort was made to increase its 
influence and cnlargo its scope. The right 
men were engaged in tho work, funds ac- 
cumulated from generous contribution, the 
early necessities of a new enterprise wero 
met and overcome, and from the most hum- 
ble beginning the institution lias grown to 
bo a power in the field of conservative tlio 
ology, ranking with its neighbor at Ando- 
ver, though not so old, with no disturbance 
of creeds to affect its status. Located in 
the midst of a populous town so near Boston, 
where all facilities may l>o availod of, its 
students possess the most 

FAVORABLE FACILITIES 

for securing what tlioy seek. Tho presi- 
dent for more than twenty years, Lev. Alva 
Ilovcy, D. D., with a faculty consisting of 
Rev. Heman Lincoln, I). D., Rev. Oakman 
S. Stearns, 1). D., Rev. John Mahon English, 
Rev. Charles I. Brown and Rev. Ernst Dc- 
Witt Burton, are sedulous in bestowing in- 
struction, while a library, a'^ymnasium and 
reading-room afford healthful excrciso to 
mind and body. Two largo buildings — 
Sturtevant hall and Farwoll hall— afford 
excellent accommodations for students at 
very reasonable rates, and nothing seems 
wanting to conduce to the happiness and 
comfort of the students. It is vacation 
time now, and yet tho school is not desert- 
ed, for thero arc seventy young ministers 
here, spending their off season in rubbing 
up their Hebrew, reminding one of Dr. 
Dowditch, tho great American mathemati- 
cian, taking up the translation of La Place’s 
“Mechanism of the Heavens,” as recrea- 
tion after more serious toil. I hear tho 
college bell calling them to their recitation, 
and there seems to be a reproach in tho 
tone. Dr. Lincoln is my neighbor, a most 
estimable gentleman, who, though within 
the shady period of life, is as straight as an 
arrow and has a step as clastic as a hoy, 
though ho lias been and is a hard worker, 
as a preacher, editor and teacher, since ’45, 
aud can take a vigorous hand at politics, 
hiding behind no pseudonym, but subscrib- 
ing liis name to every line ho prints. lie 
has a lino garden, in which I hear him at 
work even before the milkman takes his 
round.

My Dkaii Oiri.s :— 

So long a time has passed Rinco wo lmvo 
been ablo fco resume our “talks,” that, pcr- 
chanco that which ifi already Raid, is already 
forgotten. Nevor mind, wo will truat, and 
proceed to decide upon our standard of 
beauty; a full definition and illustration 
would involve more than the space which 
ovon the generosity of the Graphic could 
afford. 

I have said that beauty — to bo beauty — 
must follow nature and obey law. Ilcnco 
it follows that the attempt to abrogate law', 
must result in greater or less deformity. 
The law is, that the interior forces must 
form and project the exterior, in all organ- 
ised manifestations. 

Let us, for convenience, eliminate from 
our problem of human existence the fac- 
tors of mental and moral, as distinct factors, 
by combining them and calling them spirit- 
ual. This we can do without changing the 
valuo of the equation, since the mental and 
moral are the permauent, and the physical 
the impermanent. The spiritual then is the 
force, the potentiality, which, iu shaping 
itself, and iu its growth and activities un- 
der law, shapes the extornal forms. Don’t 
you believe it? Did you over in your stud- 
ies of physiognomy, read character by con- 
tour and expression? When you see the 
corners of a mouth drawn down and per- 
manently lixed; the expression, which is de- 
scribed as a nose turned up, as though 
some disagreeablo odor was being inhaled; 
a corrugated brow, etc., do you not— at 
least meutallv — congratulate yourself that 
you are not subject to the caprices of that 
individual ? 

Or, when you see a mobile mouth, which 
looks as though it had retained its mobil- 
ity by real smiles, even though the curve 
of the lip is not perfect; when the eye 
lights and beams with warm affectionate 
interest, as though the heart spoke to you 
through it, evou though the color and form 
are not the artist’s ideal; when the furrows 
in the brow are longitudinal, bespeaking 
age, and perhaps care, but not querulous- 
ness and discontent, do you not draw near 
and say it is the choicest beauty, for it is 
the beauty of a spirit of goodness express- 
ing itself objectively. 

Yes, there are different standards of 
beauty, and the one most common among 
the inexperienced is that of simple contour, 
where every natural line is destroyed, 
where the lines and curves of real artistic 
beauty are quite obliterated. We see spe- 
cimens of such beauty every day aud every- 
where, with shoulders pushed well up un- 
der the ears, arms in skin-tight sleeves 
fastened upon the shoulders as though 
hung out from them on a pivot, the waist 
compressed until the ribs lap over, the hips 
pushed out of place and widened out of all 
proportion. To this add the awkward 
movement which is inevitable, when every 
part of the entire anatomy is displaced, 
and then perch this anatomy upon a pair of 
■shoe-heels that utterly destroys the poise 
of the body; crown this with a steeple 
which vies with the steeples of the 
churches, and endow this marvellous struc- 
ture with wings too still to fly and which 
-suggest the useful brushes saved from the 
Christmas fowls by our economic grand- 
mothers, and you have “such a beauty!” 

Is she? Can she be? She has violated 
every physiological and anatomical law, 
and first, or last, must suffer the conse- 
quences of that violation. In distorting her 
form she lias rendered the functions of all 
the internal organs abnormal and changed 
the order of nature. For this there is the in- 
evitable penalty of inconvenience and suf- 
fering to the body and to the disposition, 
which are so dependent upon physical con- 
ditions, such warpings and distortions 
as soon express tneinsolves in objective 
forms. Petulance, peevishness, unhappi- 
ness are traceable from the spirit to the 
body, and by these external marks aud 
signs wo find that tiro spirit has been 
forced by bodily conditions, from its nat- 
ural sphere into channels whence flow bitter 
waters. Action and reaction soon brings 
both body and spirit into conditions most 
unnatural— unnatural because in the orig- 
inal undesigned — and thus law is trenched 
upon and penalty follows. Remember, the 
spirit, the potentiality involves all that is 
solvable, all that is permauent, all that 
lives on after the outer husk, the external 
shell has been sloughed, mid so is deserv- 
ing of first consideration; anything, there- 
fore, that militates against the full devel- 
opment of the spirit along the lino of law 
is not only disastrous in time, but its 
effects are felt away over into the aeons of 
the future. Is there not, therefore, some- 
thing more here than the simple considera- 
tion of “looks?” Tins spiritual part of us, 
as the forming force, as the propelling 
force, must have its machinery in good 
working order, or it must not be blamed if 
it makes a botch of external forms or run 
you off the track. That tho permanent 
m/iouIU dominate impermanent “goes with- 
out saying.” That it does not is manifest 
wherever external forms by artificial means 
are made paramount. When the order is 
reversed the law is not made void, but the 
head butts against the stone wall and is 
made to feel the impotence of its efforts. 

Here are our imperfect definitions, here 
a hint at the application of our principles. 
Health is the working of law in the entire 
being. The spiritual, speaking itself out 
in the material without friction is iu itself 
happiness, and iu the external manifesta- 
tion is the truest beauty. This beauty is 
cumulative, progressive, eternal. 

Choose ye, therefore, comfort, ease, hap- 
piness, tho highest beauty, or tho inevit- 
able penalties of resistance of law.

A frnsnder’s Bream. 

At tho picnic of the Anti-Poverty Society 
at Oriental Grove, near New York. Rev, 
Hugh O. Pentecost related the following 
edifying dream: 

“I’ve lif on down to Watch Hill, loafing. 
One day I lay down in tho sand and was 
lulled to sleep by the roar of the waves, 
and I had this dream: — 

“I fieemed to wake in tho roar of a big 
city, on the corner of two streets looking 
much like the comer of Fulton and Nassau 
streets, and I saw a policeman. I asked 
him wliat town it was, for things didn’t 
look natural. ‘New York,’ he said. And, 
by questioning the policeman. I found that 
it was August 13, 1087, at 8.45 a. m. I 
knew it was morning, because all the peo- 
ple were going to work— nicely dressed, 
happy-looking people — and the stores were 
just opening at that hour, And then I 
looked for .Jacob Sharp’s cars, and I saw 
cars rolling along run by electricity and 
nobod v paid any fares. The policeman 
said the road belonged to the people and 
was free. Elevated roads had gone, but 
there were underground roads, run by 
electricity, too, and nobody paid any fares. 
St. Paul’s church had become a great free 
library, but there were few law books there. 
In fact, the policeman said there were very 
few lawyers in town. Public buildings 
were magnificent; private dwellings mod- 
est, but comfortable. Vanderbilt’s twins 
on Fifth avenue bad become an art gallery. 
No one was rich enough to live in such a 
place. There were no tenements. Poverty, 

I was told, had gone out of the world years 
ago. 

“The river was spanned with many 
bridges, and there were lots of tunnels, but 
no ferry-boats. New York, Jersey City, 
Brooklyn, even Hoboken, were all one, 
with one mayor, and 10,000,000 of people, 
who worked front 0 a. m. till 4 p. m., with 
an hour for lunch. There were great thea- 
tres and concert gardens open, but anybody 
could walk in without paying a cent. I 
looked for saloons, but couldn’t find any. 
There were some grand gardens where fam- 
ilies sat and listened to music, and drank 
whatever they wanted to. But the saloons 
died cut because when the tax was taken 
off liquors it made them so dirt cheap that 
no one wanted them. There was no induce- 
ment to treat. Then I asked a man if he 
ever heard of Henry George. ’Well, [ 
should stutter,’ he said. ’There is a statue 
of him in every park in this city. He was 
elected mayor of New York, then governor, 
then President, but would only serve one 
term. He died in 19:J0, at the age of 90, 
and his body was put into solid masonry in 
the dome of the national capitol.’ Then 1 
asked about Edward MeGlynn, and was 
told that not long after liis excommunica- 
tion, the Catholic church, which saw how 
things were going, declared that a funda- 
mental doctrine of the church was that the 
laud belonged to the people. He was offer- 
ed tho arch-bishopric of New York, but he 
wouldn’t take it. saying that it was the 
dearest wish of his life to return to St. 
Stephen’s, and return he did. Then I 
asked about Archbishop Corrigan, but no- 
body seemed to remember that such a man 
lived, and that made me laugh so that I 
woke up and found myself kicking the 
Watch Hill sand. 


How to See Concord. 

The best way to see Old Concord is to 
take a low phaeton and an easy-going 
horse, with a superb indifference to time, 
to start— anywhere. Any direction will 
lead you into rich fields. Arrange that the 
expedition be made in a day with a smart 
turn-out, and you will return at night, your 
mind filled with a surprising array of tab- 
lets, inscriptions, a Minute Man, a battle- 
field. a glimpse it may be of the river, a 
curiosity shop, att alarming number of 
graveyards, a sculptor’s studio, homes of 
famous writers, as badly mixed up as the 
children in “Pinafore;” and you call all 
this Concord, aud w’onder why people make 
such a fuss over it, and why you took the 
trouble to come over to see it, and wish 
you liad struck off something from the list 
your well-meaning friend iu town had 
given you of things you must not fail to 
see, so that you might have reserved time 
to “do” Lexington also. 

No: the carriage must be easy to ride in, 
and easy to get out of. for frequeut studies; 
it must only hold two persous, you aud 
your appreciative friend, who, besides a 
little knowledge of the town, must also 
possess the rare gift of occasional silence. 
The horse must not be ambitious to get on. 
He must be reasonable, and not take it ill 
if occasionally you forget his existence aud 
leave him tethered beyond the time, while 
you gather the secrets of the town. It will 
take several days to ’’do” Concord iu this 
manner; lazy driving about here and there, 
as your spirit wills, interviewing the old 
[ residents, who, iu the seclusion of their 
ancient homesteads, are delightful indeed, 

| and most valuable m your search for au- 
thentic records. 

I There are no hazy “may-bes” about the 
! town and its history; no elaborate dressing 
up of tradition. Everything is as open as 
the day for your inspection, and the bright 
sunlight of truth shines through it all. 
You arc left free to study, search and ex- 
plore to your heart's content. No one is 
surprised that you have coroe; no one 
! urges you to stay. Here, if any spot on 
I earth, each is master of his own move- 
ments, and lord of his time.— (Margaret 
Sidney, in August Wide Awake.

A NEW SEWAGE SYSTEM. 

The sewerago question is receiving more 
or less attention from all our neighbors, 
and even iu Cambridge there is a demand 
for better facilities and improved methods, 
which finds a voice in the Cambridge 
Tribune. That city has a system already, 
such as it is, so that it is better off than 
Newtou, but it is the primitive one of 
emptying tho sewage matter directly into 
the Charles Kiver, which is not practicable 
here. 

With the improvements that aro con- 
stantly taking place in other details of liv- 
ing, it would seem not only possible but 
probable that some better way will bo found 
of disposing of waste matter, which will be 
simple, practical and feasible. There are 
more or less valid objections to every 
scheme yet proposed, but one lias just 
been invented by two Worcester men, A. 
P. Marble and G. W. Knapp, which may 
possibly be, as is claimed, free from objec- 
tions, and also economical and efficient. It 
is thus described by the Daily Telegram: 

“The system which they have perfected 
and patented has but little to do with fields: 
it can be used m any locality or any cli- 
mate; the first cost is not great, and the 
operating expenses are not high. The ap- 
paratus consists of a series of filters along 
side of the truuk-sewer, each one inde- 
pendent of all others. The water taken 
from the sewers into these filters is first in- 
troduced into a chamber of masonry, and 
filtered upward throgli earth or gravel sov- 
oral feet thick. The overflow from this 
filter-chamber is then taken over an aerat- 
ing incline to another chamber, where it 
passes down through another earth-filter 
and thence to a channel which conducts it 
to a brook or stream. The series of strain- 
ers and filter-chambers may bo more or 
less numerous, according to the amount of 
sewage to be disposed of, and the whole 
system except the aerating incline is roofed 
over.” 

“One of the great points of the invention 
is the arrangement of these filter-chambers 
so that they may be easily emptied of the 
necessary earth or gravel and refilled. For 
this purposo a narrow-gauge railroad is 
laid along the side of tlie filter-chambers 
so that ears loaded with earth, from the 
most convenient bank, by steam-shovel, or 
otherwise, may bo run alongside, and their 
contents dumped into the filter-chamber 
until full. Then almost directly beneath 
the row is another iii*irow-gauge railroad 
track. After the water has boeu drawn 
from the filter-chamber, ears can be run up 
underneath it and by means of a shoot and 
a trap receive the contents of the filter, 
which may then be hauled to the nearest 
field and plowed in. Although the wholo 
system is connected, each section is inde- 
pendent of all the others, so that when the 
sewage is shut out of one chamber the 
others may continue in operation.” 


AFTEK VACATION. 

It is quite in place to make some sug- 
gestions to people who are now, or soon 
will he. coming hack from their vacations. 

In the first place i? your houso or your 
rooms have been shut up in your absence, 
.see that there is a thorough airing before 
using'thcm. Throw wide open the doors 
and the windows, and permit the wind to 
blow through. Especially have the cellar 
aired, for there is no time when cellars 
collect injurious odors as when shut up in 
the summer season. 

Then, if you detect dampness anywhere 
in the house, start a fire. You may not 
need a coal lire in the furnace. A wood ; 
fire may be enough. Get rid of the damp- 1 
ness, however, even though you do have . 
to run your furnace for a day or so. 

Next, if you find yourself or any of the t 
family suffering with dull headaches, or 
general lassitude, send staaight oif for the I 
doctor. Do not delay, for these may he the , 
premonitory symptoms of disease which 
you have contracted while away from home, 
and which the changes of place ami of tem- 
perature may be developing. You may 
save months of sickness by calling in the 
doctor early.

E. Frank Howe’s death last 
Sunday, took occasion to speak of his 
friendship for Mr, Howe, saying that al- 
though they differed in matters of theology 
they always came back to that Christian 
privilege of calling each other brother, and 
enjoying that friendship which death alone 
oould terminate. 

—The many friends of Mrs. Nelson 
Hyde, .Jr., will be glad to learn of her 
partial recovery to health alter her severe 
sickness of ten weeks or more with a com- 
plication of diseases. Mr. Hyde has 
started with his wife on a cot bed. accom- 
panied by a daughter, for the south shore 
of Buzzards Bay, hoping that she may 
«n ti rely recover her health and strength. 

—Tho railroad men have been much 
troubled lately by thieves breaking in to 
freight cars on tho siding between Newton- 
ville and Newton. Last Sunday Mr. Mead, 
tho section foreman, caught a party of 
young fellows in tho act and captured one 
of them. They had broken open casks of 
sugar ami opened barrels of kerosene and 
mingled the two articles, merely for tho 
sake of a little amusement. Tho police 
are after tho others who were concerned. 

—There was a very pleasant family wed- 
ding party at tho residence of Mr. William 
E. Fuller, on Crafts street, Wednesday even- 
ing, when Miss Marion Fullor was married 
to Mr. R. A. Ohlriovo of Newton. Rev. W. 
G. Wells of St. Mary’s, Lower Falls, 
officiated, and the happy couple received a 
large number of handsome presents. Only 
members of the respective families were 
present, and Caterer James of Waltham 
furnished tho supper. Mr. and Mrs. 
Oldriovo will make their home in Somer- 
ville. 

— Many friends wore saddened on Mon- 
day to learn of the death of Mrs. Mary F. 
M., wife of Dr. W. O. Hunt, who had been 
ill but a short time with acute consumpt ion. 
When the dangerous nature of her illness 
was learned Dr. O. E. limit and wife were 
sent lor from tho mountains, and arrived 
late last week. Mrs. Hunt was the eldest 
daughter of Col. Gibhs of Waltham, and 
leaves two young children and her husband 
to mourn her early death.

A delegation from 
Rev. Mr. Howe’s church in Peoria, beside 
a largo number of relatives and friends 
from Grafton, Mass., and other plnces, 
wero also present. A loving tribute to his 
memory was paid by Rev. William Slocum 
of Baltimore, Md.. remarks wero made by 
Bov. Pleasant Hunter, Jr., pastor of tho 
church, and prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. 
Furborof Newton Centre. A male quartet 
saner appropriate selections, and tho church 
was adorned with flowers, tokoiiR of affec- 
tionate regard. The burial was In Newton 
Cemetery by the side of tho first wife of 
Rev. Mr. Howe, who died during bis resi- 
dence here. The bearers wero the deacons 
of the church, Messrs. W. F. Slocum, II. 
C. Haydn, E. W. Grecno and E. E. Styles 
and Mayor Kimball and Councilman Chad- 
wick. Mr. W. S. Slocum bad charge of the 
funeral. Rov. Mr. Howe, Mayor Kimball 
and Mr. W. F. Slocum wore all natives of 
Grafton and wore warm friends during the 
former’s pastorate boro, which lasted for 
about seven years, ending about 1882. 
While hero Mr. IIowo labored zealously to 
build up the church, and by bis own liber- 
ality and his persistant efforts, tho church 
was freed from a heavy debt and its mem- 
bership largely increased. As a writer and 
a preacher ho was always interesting and 
instructive, and wherever he went his 
cheerful, genial nature and his devotion to 
his work made him warm friends, and 
many hearts are saddened by his death, 
llis health was never perfect, but no one 
expected when lie left here but that he had 
a long and useful life beforo him, and from 
his last charge in Peoria and a former 
charge in Torre Haute come tho warmest 
expressions of affection and esteem. Mr. 
Howe was born in Grafton, Mass., educated 
at Monsou Academy and at Amhcrstjstudiod 
theology at Yale, and was soon after called 
to Terre Haute, where lie romaiued for 
a number of years, until his health 
failed, after which be came here. From 
here lie was called to a large and flourish- 
ing church in Peoria. Ilis health failed 
about a year ago, a winter in California 
failed to benefit him, and he came home to 
die of consumption. He was about 55 
years old and leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren. The elder son graduated at Yale 
this year; the second son is in business and 
the daughters have not yet reached woman- 
hood.

Tho firm was a very successful one and 
Mr. Seccomb retired from business with a 
well-earned competence. Before coming 
to West Newton some 18 years ago, he re- 
sided in Brookline, but lie brought with 
him an active interest iu city and public 
affairs, and served iu the board of alder- 
• men in 1S70 and 1880, and also served in 
tho stato legislature. In Brookline lie was 
a member of the board of selectmen for 
several years, and bo also resided for a 
time in Brooklyn, N. Y. He was alwavs a 
kind and generous friend to the poor, who 
found him ever ready to give liis sympathy 
and also something more substantial, and 
in this respect his loss will be severely 
felt. He was a prominent member of the 
Baptist church in West Newton, which will 
miss his presence and benevolence. He 
was also a Knight Templar, ot De Molay 
Commaudery. and a member of St. Paul’s 
It. A. chapter. He was the first president 
of the Continental bank of Boston, and 
at the time of liis death was a director iu 
the Union Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of Maine, and of the Cambridge Mutual Fire 
Insurance Co. of Cambridge, Mass. He was 
71 years of age and leaves a widow and two 
children, a daughter and son. The funoral 
services were held at the late residence of 
the deceased on Prospect street, at 3 
o’clock on Wednesday afternoon, a large 
number of friends and relatives being 
present. Delegations front the various 
organizations of which Mr. Seccomb was a 
member attended, including the present 
and past members of tho city government, 
and many of liis former business associates. 
Tho services opened with the singing by a 
male quartet, of “Abide With Me,” 
followed by prayer by Rov. Dr. Stearns of 
Newton Centre. Rev. Dr. Mills of .Salem, a 
former pastor of tho deceased, read from 
the Scriptures, and Rev. O. D. Kimball 
made ail address, referring feelingly to the 
generous character and earnest Christian 
manhood of the deceased, and the great 
loss his family, the church and communi- 
ty had sustained. Rev. Mr. Brackett of 
tlie Brookline Baptist cliurcli, to which 
Mr. Secconib formerly belonged, closed the 
services with prayer, and tho quartet sang 
“Gathered Homeward, One by One.” Tho 
burial was in the Newton cemetery.

D. D., a prominent clergyman of 
Charleston, S. C. Mr. Brackett graduated 
in 1SS2 at Davidson College, in North Caro- 
lina, aiul then went to pursue special stud- 
ies for four years in chemistry, geology and 
mineralogy to the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity at Baltimore, where lie received the 
degree of Ph. D. In that institution, which 
is often said to lie the only genuine univer- 
sity in the United States, Mr. Brackett 
was a special student under tho leading 
American chemist. Professor Ira Remscn, 
and the leading netrographer, Dr. G. II. 
Williams. 

“In chemical and mineralogical work Mr. 
Brackett’s training and experience has 
keen of the most complete and valuable 
character, while his scientific attainments 
are vouched for by men of such eminence 
in tho scientific world as Profs.

His training has made him personally 
familiar with all the minerals and with tho 
compounds, both organic and inorganic,

The basement of 
tho building will bo converted into a huge 
industrial exhibit of working machinery. 
The entire exhibition will be prominent for 
tho practical and working processes shown. 
The Mohawk Dutchman, with his hand 
sawing, will ho at work. Potters, with 
their wheels, will be seen. There will ho 
making of gloves and hosiery and a large 
exhibition- of silk culture, showing tho 
progress made in Massachusetts during tho 
past few years. Tho woman’s department 
is already well filled by the various socie- 
ties and individuals, who are proving that 
women advanco their work in quality and 
quantity every year. Tho association very 
generously extends a helping hand to 
women who need a place to store their 
work, and to women already engaged in 
active business they extend a welcome and 
assistance very gratifying. Tho oflicers of 
the association are hard at work and busy 
with tlio disposal of space, which is already 
well filled. 


A Cure for Red Ants. 

I have been much annoyed with red ants 
in my house until within three years. 1 
now rarely see oven ono. With tlio first 
hot days in July I remove from my pan- 
try all cake, bread, sugar, molasses, etc., to 
an unoccupied room atn distance from the 
kitchen. 1 discontinue sotting aside cold 
meat or other articles of food in the pantry. 
Tho shelves are thoroughly cleaned and 
then sprinkled in cracks and all places 
where tho ants have boon wont to appear 
with Dalmatian powder. I keep this 
powder sprinkled thus in the pantry until 
the first chilly weather in September, occa- 
sionally brushing it oil and sprinkling fresh 
powder. 

It Is a good way to secure food from 
these pests to place in on a table, each leg 
of which stands in a disli of water. A re- 
frigerator needs watching. If the ice is not 
renewed so often as to prevent the interior 
from becoming in tlio least warm, the ants 
will find their way into it.

Were Laws Made to he Enforced? 

Editor of tlie Graphic : 

Through the columns of your paper I 
desire to call the attention of those citizens 
of Newton who bolievo that tho majesty of 
the law, against tho breakers thereof, 
should lie enforced, and to give them a lit- 
insiglit as to tho most unfair discrimina- 
tion exorcised toward different parties, ar- 
rested for like offences, and liow it is 
brought about. 

Three years ago this fall several boys be- 
longing to excellent families residiug in 
Ward Three, were arrested for larceny of 
fruit. None of them were over fourteen 
years of age, but they were put into court, 
tried and convicted, so that to-day their 
names stand on the police records as con- 
victed law-breakers. Now let us see what 
happens. On Sunday last four young fel- 
lows from Boston were arrested in Ward 
Two for larceny of fruit, tlioir depreda- 
tions extending along a line between 
Brighton and Newtonvillo Square. At that 
point they were taken into custody by an 
officer. In addition to their larceny, they 
were profaning the Sabbath and disturb- 
ing the peace. None of these fellows were 
less than sixteen years of age, and two of 
them claimed eighteen years each. After 
tlieir primary arrest, owing to “favoiing” 
circumstances, they managed to get away 
from the officer, but assistance opportunely 
arriving, all hut one of them were recap- 
tured and lodged in Station Three. Were 
these fellows put into court? Were they 
tried and convicted? Not a bit of it. A 
member of tho lower branch of the city 
government made it liis business to secure 
tlieir release, and having the desired “pull” 
at headquarters and with the court, they 
were discharged without a hearing, is this 
equity? Hardly. But let us g<> a little 
further. Last Decoration Day a citizen of 
Ward Throe was arrested for being drunk. 
He was not an occasional drinker, but one 
who was prone to use intoxicants whenever 
lie could procure them. This man was 
hardly placed behind the bars, than a 
philanthropic (?) individual, a resident of 
the same ward as the prisoner, proceeded 
to hunt up a friend, who was also a mem- 
ber of tho lower branch, and solicited his 
aid, aud this member being possessed of 
this magic “pull,” tho man’s immediate 
discharge was procured. Many more au- 
thenticated cases of a like character could 
he cited, but these that have been given 
will suffice for examples. It seems to me 
that this making “flesh of one and fowl of 
another” should bo done away with, unless

genial and pleasant landlady. After her 
husband’s death Mrs. Flagg was left un- 
provided for and supported herself by 
nursing, for which she had a special gift, 
and her services were always in great de- 
mand in eases of serious illness. Many 
Newton people have at some timo been 
under her care, nnd a large number at- 
tended the funeral services, which were 
held at the Unitarian Church 111 Water- 
town, Tuesday afternoon. Rev. Mr. Sav- 
age officiated and paid a high tribute to 
the excellent Christian character and life 
of the deceased.

UNJUST AND UNTRUE. 

MIL H. J. JAQLTTII REPLIES TO THE LET- 
TER OF WARD THREE. 

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC: 

Anonymous letter writing is no new 
disorder, there are alwavs some pester- 
ing the public reading with trashv appeals 
for justice, that are so unjust *iu their 
demands that the writers show a jus- 
tifiable shame-facedness about owning tho 
article; of such was the article in your last 
issue entitled ’’Were Laws Made to ho En- 
forced ?” and signed “Ward Three.” Its 
statements were unjust and untrue. 

Four hoys from 14 to ltt years old, but 
undersized for their years, without parents 
or homes, left the Boys Lodging Home in 
Boston, after dinner, and took a horse car 
ride to Brighton; from thence they walked 
up to Newton and along the track to Xew- 
touville; when on the track near Newton- 
ville they nicked up some fallen apples 
which had dropped from a limb overhang- 
ing the railroad fence, but there were hut 
one or two sound ones, and some of tho 
boys stoned the limb to get an apple or two 
to eat, hut started on without knocking any 
down. This they certainly had no right to 
do, but it was the measure of their offence, 
and for it they were arrested and marched 
to a place of temporary confinement, and 
afterward when they escaped were pursued 
in such an excited manner as to cause on- 
lookers to suppose that some heinous 
crime had been committed. Three of them 
were recaptured and spent Sunday after- 
noon and night and Monday morning in a 
cell. Not satisfied with this work the offi- 
cer reported that the boys were hard cases, 
and had been under arrest before, etc. 
which was not true. Just a word about 
these boys, they are honest, industrious 
lads without homes of their own, hut living 
under tho care of the Boys Lodging House 
and doing their best to get an honest liv- 
ing out of the three or four dollars per 
week, which is the limit of their earning 
capacity. One of them is iu my employ 
and has free handling of a large and valua- 
ble stock. The hoys at our “Lodging 
House” are urged to go out into the coun- 
try Sundays for a walk, which gives them 
better health and companionship than can 
be gained on the city street corners. I am 
prepared, from mv knowledge of boy na- 
ture, to believe that they have, when on 
these walks, picked up or knocked down an 
apple to eat, but have never known of 
their entering a garden or orchard, though 
I have seen them pick a few apples from an 
old tree in a pasture. 

As for the officer; his arrest and impris- 
onment of the boys for what a simple rep- 
1 rimand and warning would have been suffi- 
i cieut, is an error of judgraeut that may not 
in the opinion of some call for severe cen- 
sure; that I leave to his superior officers, 
hut I desire that four hoys wuo were inno- 
cent of any criminal intent, shall not lie 
under the stigma which “Ward Three” lias 
endeavored to fix upon them, with a par- 
i ticularness that is almost malicious. The 
bitter complaint of your anonymous cor- 
1 respondent is that the lads “profaned the 
Sabbath, committed larceny and a breach 
of the peace,” and were finally released bv 
the efforts of a member of the Newton city 
government. They did not commit larceny 
the only apples they had in their hands 
were the fallen apples picked up alongside 
of the railroad tracks. As for profanation 
of the Sabbath, the Master and his disciples 
plucked corn on a Sabbath dav as they 
walked through a field, and ate it without 
hunting up the owner and offering pav.nnd * 
replied to the charge of profanation bv in- 
forming the accusers that the Sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the Sabbath. 
What a Pharisee “Ward Three” is! A 
technical breach of the peace was certainly 
committed, hut the boys are of an age that 
would bring them before the “Juvenile 
Court;” in such an event it would have 
been my duty as their “next friend” to have 
presented facts to the court, which facts 
would have insured their discharge, aud 
the city of Newton would have been put to 
the needless cost of a trial. 

When the “member of the lower branch” 
learned that the hoys were in mv care, and 
one of them in my employ, lie probably felt 
that it was not likely that they were the 
hardened criminals that the officer repre- 
sented them to be, and by his kind and per- 
sistent efforts justice was done and tho 
hoys released. 

This most commendable action appar- 
ently caused “Ward Three” bitter suit *w. 
ami 011 it lie has constructed a tower of 
“ring-rule”; that kind of “ring-rule" de- 
serves encouragement. “Ward Three” 
would he more of a man if he had more of 
it and less devotion to the strict letter of 
the law, which “kills.” Very truly, 
l II.

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Tlio Ancestry of Mr. Seth Davis. 

Editor of the GRArmo : 

A genealogical sketch of the ancestry of 
'Mr. Seth Davis hack to the original settle is 
may he of interest to your readers at this 
time. 

Seth Davis is a descendant of the sixth 
generation from Dolor Davis, born about 
1000, and probably a native of Kent, 
England. He married at East Karloigh, Co. 
Kent, March 1024, Margery, daughter of 
Richard Willard of Ilorsemondcn. Kent, 
and sister of Major Simon Willard, one of 
the original settlers of Concord, Mass. 

The issue of this marriage was six chil- 
dren, three born in England ami three in 
America. 

Dolor embarked for Boston during the 
early part of 1034, and was first heard of 
in Cambridge, where the town records of 
Aug. 4th, 1634, contains a grant of land to 
him as follows: “Granted Dollnrd Davis 
there 25 acres.” On April 10, 1035, Margery 
and her children left England on the ship 
“Elizabeth” to join her husband. Dolor 
did^iot long remain at Cambridge, and wo 
find him mentioned successively as of 
Duxbury. Scituate. Barnstable, and in 1055 
wo Hud him at Concord, Mass., where he re- 
mained eleven years. On May 11, 1055. 
Roger Draper of Concord, Mass., conveyed 
to Dolor Davis one hundred and fifty-two 
acres, including his house and house-lot. 
This became the Davis Concord homestead, 
and is now owned by a lineal descendant of 
Dolor, Abel Davis Clark. 

Margery Davis died between 1058 and 
1000, and in the latter year Dolor removed 
to Barnstable, and in 1071 married Joanna 
(Hull) Burslcy. 

Dolor was a carpenter by trade, which 
probably accounts, iu a measure, for his 
many changes of residence. lie died in 
Barnstable, June 1073, aged SO. Samuel, 
the secern! son of Dolor born in America, 
married at Lynn, Jan. 11. 1005-0, Mary 
Meddowes. She died at Concord, Oct. 3. 
171U. lie married 2d, Ruth Taylor, Oct. IS, 
1711. She died without issue, Aug. 7, 1720. 
Samuel was made freeman March 21, 1080- 
00. He settled in that part of Concord 
which afterwards became Bedford. II is 
homestead is owned by his descendants to- 
day. He was a farmer and took but little 
part in public affairs. The date of his 
death is unknown. He was alive iu 1714. 
He had by first wife seven children, Eleazer, 
the fifth, born July 20, 1080, married 

at Concord, May 7. 1705, Eunice Potter, 
born Dec. 10, 1088, daughter of Judah 
and Grace (Brooks) Potter, and grand- 
daughter of Dea. Luke Potter, one of the 
original settlers of Concord, Mass., and 
his wife Mary Edmunds, daughter of 
Walter and Dorothy Edmunds. (Her 
younger brother, John, born at Concord, 
July 2, 1040, was the ancestor of the sixth 
generation of the late Hou. Wiley Ed- 
munds.) 

Mary Edmunds was the maternal ances- 
ter in America of the Potter family of 
Concord, Mass., who have been noted for 
their longevity, six children of Luke and 
Judah living to an average age of 02 years. 
Olio dying at the age of 102. To this 
marriage of Eleazer and Eunice can pro- 
bably lie attributed the source, in part, of 
Mr. Seth Davis’ long life. Eleazer was a 
farmer and lived on the farm of his father 
in Bedford, and had by his wife Eunice, 
seven children. He died Aug. 10, 1721. at 
the early age of 41 years. She married 
again and survived Eleazer nearly fifty 
years, and died July 27, 177'*. Timothy, 
the third child, horn Dec. s, 1700, was one 
of the early settlers of Townsend, Mass. 
He was a blacksmith and nail maker by 
trade. Was also a soldier in the Revolu- 
tion. He married Feb. 9, 1737. Hannah 
Smith, born Jan. 21. 1710; died Aug. (5,1787. 
Timothy died in 18(H), aged 01 years. They 
had eleven children, Timothy, the tenth 
chib’, born Feb. 2. 170.) in Townsend, was 
a lb volutionarv soldier, lie married Oct. 
3, 17>2, Betty Flagg, horn Jan. 30. 1750, 
daughter ol William and Lydia (Child) 
Flagg ot Ashby, whose ancestor, Thomas 
Flagg, first settled at Watertown, Mass., 
in 1043. William Flagg, a brother of 
Betty, married a Seavoius and lived and 
died in Newton. Llnxla, a sister, married 
in 1707 Micah Moscman of Newton. 
Tim« »thy and Betty were the parents of 
Seth Davis. Esq., who was born at Ashby. 
Sept. 3. 1787. Timothy died Fob. 7. 1820. 
Seth bad thioc brothers ami one sister. 

Asa, born Feb. 14, 1703, married Alice 
(Williams; McLav, daughter of Win. and 
Abigail (Harris; Williams, and widow of 
James Me Lay of Watertown, Mass. They 
had five children, lie died May 7, 1*47. 

Betty, born Juno 28, 1700, man ied June 
25, 181*. Abner Proctor, and Intel nine chil- 
dren. She now resides at Townsend, aged 
01 years. 

Timothy, horn April 20, 17!*, married 
Abigail Wellington. He is dead. • 

William, born Nov. i 7, isi»0, married 
Eunice Turner, and died in 1837. 

Seth married (let. 27. 1*10, Mary, daugh- 
ter ol John and Mary (Winchester) Durell, 
bom I) e. 27, 1780. died June to. 1807. He 
married 2d, Julv I. tsilS, Mary J. daughter 
of John and Eliza (Braun) (Hidden of 
Whiu field.

TO SMOKF. OH NOT TO SMOKE! 


A THEOLOGICAL STUDENT’* SOLILOQUY, 
AM) WHAT I'AMK OF IT. 


“Smoking clergyman 1” I heard Homo 
one say in tho Heat, behind, — moaning me. 
Why not? Has a clergyman no rights? 

Smoking Merchant sounds well enough. 
Smoking lawyer and Rinoking gentleman 
are permissible, and even nmoking doctor. 

Smoke by itHolf, in tho abstract, is a 
chemical process. 

If wo students hoo tit to extract, the oil 
from a vegetable substance, what business 
is it of Iho laity? Come, this is a nice 
question and personal. 

Sometime I ought to ventilate it and now 
is always a good time. Wherein lies the 
offence in tlioso two words? They simply 
state facts. Suppose there lmd been occa- 
sion to say “gluttonous, wine-bibbing or 
profano clergyman?’’ 

Can it bo that my mental faculties are 
narcotized, and incapable of holding bal- 
ance steadily. 

1 havo heard of such a thing, but did not 


I 


imagine that I had gone so far as that. 

Spurgeon and many others of my breth- 
ren smoke. 

What has that to do with tho subject? 
When ho and I travel by railroad, our 
placo is in the smoking car, with birds of 
like feather — where gontlemen of low tastes 
can hord with tlioso of like instincts, with- 
out tho social stigma of second class. 

In this pandemonium of sights, sounds 
and odors, wedged in with profanity, ob- 
scenity, cards and tobacco, all in lit accord, 

I sit sphinx-like and smoko with tho rest 
of them, separated from society by a habit j 
so oifensive as to lovol all other distinctions. 1 

The welcome din of the cars deadens the 
jargon, but each shriek of tho steam-whis- 
tle startles my spiritual senses with tho 
stern message, “What doest thou here, 
Elijah?” Listen ! Is this tho proper place I 
for the younger members of the ohiiro 1: 
which I belong, and where I occasionally 
minister at tho altar? But what can I say 
about it? Can I take Paul, and Peter, and 
John along with me, or must I part, com- 
pany for a while, that I may havo my 


smoke? 

Can I say, as Brother Spurgeon once did, 
“I smoke to tho glory of God,” with the 
inevitable inference, the more smoko tho 
more glory, and as my example induces 


others to smoko, and some more than ever, 
the volume of praise rolls up accordingly? 
Porlmps it depends upon where you smoke. 1 
as well as other considerations, for we aro 
enjoined to avoid tho appearance of evil. 
What does that mean? 

Study tlicro is a time and a season for 
every purpose under heaven — a time to 
laugh, a time to dance, etc., and why not 
a time to smoke? If a clergyman sees lit 
to carry a brazier in the top of his hat, fed 
with the dried leaves of tho ictodes footidus, 
it is a matter of taste rather than of morals. 


Some people are moro nice than wise. 

Truly, this subject grows upon me. It is 
tlie most difficult piece of casuistry I ever 
meddled with. Every touch of tho spear 
of Ithuriel seems to rouse new antagonists. 


that will not bo put down. 

If I could only say confidently, “the 
Lord is on my side, wlnit have I to fear?” 
This bush-lighting is a now mode with me. 
It is not my stylo to bo dodging texts, and 
skulking behind fences. The archers have 
hit and sorely wounded me. 

I find a law in my members, and the llesli 
lusteth against the spirit, is it not the 
privilege of a minister of the gospel to be 
as independent as other men? llow does 
the commission read? “Set for tho de- 
fence and illustration of tho gospel.” “Vo 
aro my opistles known and read of all men.” 
“Let no man despise you.” This is one of 
tho embarrassments of my position, from 
which 1 cannot escape. Focussed by hun- 
dreds of microscopic eyes, in the fierce 
light that beats upon the sacred desk, every 
stain shows like a mote in a sunbeam. 

Among tho three great classes, the good, 
tho bad, and the indifferent, where tlo 1 
liud just now, my companionship? .Smok- 
ing is a lonesome habit, always whining 
for company, and isn’t averse to seven 
othor spirits more sinister than itself, but 
they all havo the same smutty look from 
lying among the pots. 

Look at any bar-room on tho face of tho 
wide earth. What are they doing there, 
that makes the placo what it is? Uniformly, 
drinking and smoking. What am 1 doing 
in my study, when I add a glass of ale, 
which our English brethren are permitted 
to do by public opinion? Koniovo the par- 
titions, and we aro all oil a level, the com- 
mon level of the bowl and pipe. Wherein 
is the difference between us? The com- 
pany? Suppose I invito the smoking and 
drinking clergy to a convention, and open 
the meeting with prayer for tho presence 
of the Holy Spirit. Why not? “All the 
deeds done in the body whether they bo 
good, or whether they be evil, etc.” 

It will be of some importance to me in 
that trial, which class of deeds 1 haw.been 
doing till my life. The trial now is before 
my peers, a sort of trial by jury, where 
every other juryman is a part-loops erimi- 
nis, bearing tho odor of recent participation 
in his breath and garments. “ The Father 
judget.lt no man. but hath committed all 
judgment to the Son.” A fearful appoint- 
ment this, for the Son was made llesli, and 
dwelt among us. 

He was a man and knows all our temp- 
tations, and what it is to be a man. Hence 
His example in all things is our safe guide. 
.Many practices of the present day were 
then not current. Among the articles now 
in common use lint then unknown, is to- 
bacco. How would tlie spirit ol His life, 
without spot or blemish, allow us to place 
Him in reference to the habit under con- 
sideration? 

liad tobacco been in general use, and 
occupying just the dobatenhio ground it 
does now, would Christ as lie sat wearied 
with his journey, on the well-curb at Sa- 
maria. have refreshed Himself with a quiet 
smoke? Tlie anachronism does not aifect 
the argument, lit such a supposuhlc ease, 
would thp wo. nan of Samaria have said: “I 
perceive that thou art a prophet?” And 
again, “Children, have ye a drop of ale?” 
instead of "have ye any mq^t?” These 
hypot hetical examples are the proper touch- 
stones of my conduct, and not puiilic opin- 
ion of the age in which we live. 

The life of ( 'lirist is not ancient hivl.ny, 
but present vitality. Thu qu* stum lor me, 


is bow would llo have acted under like oir- l 
cum stnn cos and conditions. There is one I 
other sure rule of life. The well-done of 
the Master is worth moro than the applause 
of men of like passions with myself. 

“The little foxes Rpoil tho vines, for our 
vines have tender grapes.” Shall “an idle 
word bo judged,” and idle habits bo passed 
over? 

To a Christian of keen spiritual percep- 
tions and enlightened conscience, t fie sever- 
est ordeal is himself. 

After a public act of doubtful propriety 
tho public withdraws, but tlie accuser re- 
mains, for the culprit is never less alone j 
than when alone with the judge. 

Tho eyes of the world are m» lunger upon 
him ami tho scales fall from his own. He 
is weighed, and Hie balances uro belli by an 
inexorable band. 

Will this practieo injure others who take 
me as an example? 

Can l justiiy mi idle habit which tends 
to disease in others, if not to myself? 

Think you of our two Generals, Grant and 
McLcllan, and of thousands of others 
whoso sad personal experience is tho same 
in a greater or less degree, but whose per- 
sons were not of sufficient public note to 
attract general interest. 

Tho groat centres of civilization, fester- 
ing in the heat of tho nineteenth century, 
aro evolving ncuflftgciits of destruction ami , 
defilement, some for the nerves, some for 
tho muscular system, others to net upon 
the viscera — nil poisons more or less active. 1 
With tlie masses they aro like the firewater I 
to the native Indian raw whiskey to tlie 
sons of Erin — seductive, irresistible. 

What can I bay to the victims of opium, 
absinthe, hashceh, chloral and other stim- 
ulants, the mimes of which it is not desir- 
able to advertise by enumerating them? 

So far as 1 am concerned, morally, it is 
as though I held all the tobacco seed in the 
world in the palm of my hand and the plant 
had died out. The demon is bottled up 
and the responsibility rests upon my soul 
to let him loose again upon the race. What 
would Ido? What ought I? There must 
be something in it that ”eoineth of evil,” 
else why so much fierce denunciation from 
the good and pure? 

Are their spiritual perceptions moro 
acute than mine? The current opinion of 
tlie world respects the man who has no 
“small vices.” The habitual use of tobacco 
in snuffing, chewing or smoking is a stig- 
ma upon character otherwise above re- 
proach. The intuition of woman cordially 
assents to this with emphasis. Would 1 
light tny pipe or cigar in a lady’s presence 
without asking permission? 

Why is woman out of place in the smok- 
ing ear? Why is it so manifestly indelicate 
and outrageous for a female to happen by 
mistake to enter here? And yet I am here, 
and when at home studying the word of 
God with a fresh lighted cigar I am here by 
implication. It must be candidly admitted 
that the habitual use of a drug in time of 
health is a vice. It is not food, and medi- 
cine is not called for. Natural instincts 
liud their appropriate sheaths, each in its 
own scabbard, made and warranted to lit, 
but morbid appetites can only bo slaked by 
increasing tlie dose. The tobacco liabit has 
a mother’s caress and the grip of a master. 
The soft velvet glove hides an iron hand, 
and ho who is once a slave has but feeble 
hope of ever breaking his fetters. It is a 
chain stronger than tlie human will, pass- 
ing round tlie globe. Hence, a man who 
would “sell all lie had and give to the poor 
and his body to be burned” at the martyr’s 
stake, would retain his pipe or paper of 
line cut and be comforted. 

Men with iron wills, who can wield ar- 
mies and boar surgical operations serenely, 
find tho gentle seductions of tobacco too 
strong for them, and yield against their 
better jfftTJrinent. Governments might, if 
they sought lit, and if necessity required, 
raise their entire revenues from tobacco j 
alone, for the people will have it, at any , 
cost. The twin barbarisms of polygamy 
and slavery may bo abolished by a stroke 
of the pen, but this is stronger than the 
laws. When wo see a group of lately 
weaned urchins sucking cigar stumps, with 
pallid lips, we sigh to think of the young 
recruits of Belial coming up to fill thui>ipe 
and color the meerschaum when we are 
gathered to our fathers to smoke no more. 
Between the wide extremes of mode and 
manner we are all on a level, thawing from 
the same bitter root. 

But the train meanwhile had arrived at 
Newton Centre and the young clergyman 
wended his way slowly to the top of In- 
stitution Hill with a new companion, a 
high resolve. 

It is now about thirteeen years since the 
above soliloquy took shape and form in the 
smoking car of tlie If. N. & E. If. H., or 
lather in the inner sanctuary of a quiet 
smoker’s breast, as lie miffed and road his 
newspaper, the Christum Watchman, on 
h.s way out. The article in which ho was 
interested was tho then recent passage-at- 
arms between Lev. Messrs. Spurgeon and 
Pentecost, in the Tabernacle. The latter 
had taken exception publicly to smoking 
as a clerical habit, bearding the lion in bis 
den. Spurgeon replied loftily that “ho 
smoked to the glory of God.” The result 
of this mental cogitation on his part was 
decisive and final. The habit was aban- 
doned, ami lie expects to add at least ten 
years at least to bis active life thereby. 

Let othor clergymen do likewise. As lie 
sees his younger brethren toying with their 
fetters and winding them round every 
nerve, ho is grateful for the strength of 
will that enabled him, then and there, to 
emancipate himself. Not without a great 
struggle was this freedom obtained. Happy 
are they “who are free-born,” having no 
hereditary taints. The most formidable 
blandishment for a weak will to encounter 
in this struggle is the seduotivo insinuation 
ever present, that this practice is not to bo 
strictly forbidden, and that it is not 
roughly handled as a question of morals 
J (except by a few fauattical anti-tobaccon- 
ists whose weight of argument is often in- 
verse to the “square of their distance”). 

Ju the desk where lie writes his notable 
sermons — for lie is now a doctor of divin- 
ity — under lock and key. and fastened 
down securely is a rosewood box contain- 
ing simply a meerschaum. On the lid out- 
side is a picture representing an emanci- 
pated slave, standing erect, with his anus 
outspread upward and broken shackles 
under his feet. The inscription reads: 

, •• l’h« Truth shall luako you free.”— John, 8-32. 
and another — 

••Free, but not using your freedom for a cloak.’’

A Wliort Mlwry by i» Strnmbont I’ilm Why 
Hr Cloned Ihr Slnlrmom U Indow 

About twelve years ago I wa# minder and pilot 
of the Ntenmhoat Bnrnh Hrown, that ran Ixitwccn 
IVoKHkill and New York, carrying freight. At 
Peekaktll we lay up at a dock near which one of 
the main acwcru from the village emptied Into the 
river. The bad nlr aud gns from thi* newer wa* 
fearful.

# 
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POWERS OF A NCnOOI. HOAR®. 

Tliero lias been a pood deal of inquiry of 
late as to the powers of n school hoard, 
under the public statutes, and apart from 
any loeal considerations it is something 
that should bo clearly understood. The 
men who framed those statutes evidently 
labored under the impression that only the 
wisest, most upright and conscientious cit- 
izens would be chosen to till such posi- 
tions, and therefore they gave them practi- 
cally unlimited powers. 

Mr. John W. Dickinson, secretary of the 
state board of education (also a member of 
the Newton school board) has a good deal 
•to say upon this subject in his last annual 
report. From his position Mr. Dickinson 
is able to speak with some authority, and 
no one who has read his reports will dis- 
pute that his theoretical statements are 
eminently just and sound. Of the school 
boards he says: 

“From tho nature and extent of the du- 
ties of school committees it will at once 
appear that they should be skilled educa- 
tors. able and willing to devote their time 
and study to school work. * * * It is 
generally true, however, that school com- 
mitteemen are quite fully employed with 
their individual concerns; that their school 
; supervision is accidental, and not always 
performed with the skill which knowledge 
and experience alone can give.” 

These statements show that Mr. Dickin- 
son has a pretty accurate knowledge of the 

• average school board, and in his report he 
goes on to give the foregoing as a reason 
•why school boards have elected superin- 
tendents .and delegated to them “the gen- 
eral care and supervision of schools.” 

Tho powers of school committees, as 
given by Mr. Dickinson, are as follows: By 
•act of 1859, school committees have power 
to select and contract with teachers. Under 
an act of the same year abolishing the dis- 
trict system, school committees are given 
the control and supervision of the public 
schools and school houses. Under an act 
•of 1870, school committees arc given full 
power to direct what books shall be used 
in the public schools, and to prescribe the 
course of studies. Under ai> act o; 1880. 
the tenure of office of teachers is left at the 
pleasure of the committee. A law of 1870 
•enables the committee to ilx the salary of 
the superintendent, they already having 
the power to elect whom they please. By 

• an act of 1878 they are given power to ap- 
prove or disapprove of private schools. An 
act of 1S83 gives them thVa same powers 
over evening schools, as they have over day 
schools. An act of 1885 gives them power 
to purchase text books, apparatus, etc., at 
the expense of the town. The committee 
also have power to exclude any pupil from 

.uny school in the town, for misconduct. 
The committee may, when they think 
proper, dismiss any teacher, and such 
teacher can recover no compensation for 
services rendered after such a dismissal. 

These are the most important of the pow- 
ers given to school committees, and they 
can exercise them without the possibility 
of a veto. The only possible check is the 
fear that they may not be re-elected, and 
this is not a very powerful one, on account 
of the length of the term of office. 

The necessity of electing only such meu 
as can be thoroughly trusted can be seen 
from this, and to quote again from Mr. 
Dickinson’s report: “As the Public Stat- 
utes invest these boards with almost un- 
limited power over the schools, the public 
good requires that the power shall be cxer- 
* eised in good faith and with great wis- 
dom.” Another election is close at hand, 
and the people of Newton should be tiiink- 
ttug over the choice of candidates. It is a 
much more important matter than the may- 
or lty or the members of the City Council, 
as the powers of thoso officials arc far from 
-being as extensive. 

We cun not close this article in a more 
'fitting manner than by this quotation from 
M r. Dickinson’s excellent report. "It is 
, not to be expected that a school committee, 
or any member of it, will so far forget the 
< dignity of his office as to sacrifice 
the educational interests of a com- 
munity to gratify personal prejudices or to 
promote sellish interests.” If the unex- 
pected should happen, and an old saying 
tells us that it is only the unexpected that 
does happen, Mr. Dickinson advises the 
.community not to rest * until there has 
•been devised some mode of relief from the 
lALiaastrous consequences of tho mischief 
that is sure to follow.” This is excellent 
Advice. The only remedy for such "mis- 
. chief” seems to be to elect only men whose 
“good faith” can not be questioned, and 
whose “wisdom” makes it impossible that 
they can be inliuencod by any but the high- 
est motives.

ADIIINIMTHATIVK IIKrOHN. 

Gen. C. Andrews of Minnesota, one of 
the leading Be public ails of the Northwest, 
has written a little pamphlet on “Adminis- 
trative Reform as an issue in the next Pres- 
idential canvass,” which ought to he made 
a Republican campaign document. It is 


so perfectly fair and liberal in tone, and 
yot shows up so clearly the weak spots of 
the present administration, as tar as civil 
service reform is concerned, that it could 
not fail to convince the average reader. 

Whatever the politicians of either party 
may say. the question of civil service re- 
form is one of the most, If not the most 
important one before this country to-day. 
With so many thousand office holders, who 
can so easily bo made tho corrupt creatures 
of the party in power, the purity as well as 
the stability of our whole system of elec- 
tions is threatened. A few offices have 
been placed under the reform law. it is 
true, but they arc only a fraction of the 
whole. 

Tho recent attacks made upon Collector 
Saltoustall and Postmaster Corse by the 
Democratic leaders, because they have not 
replaced every Republican clerk with a 
Democrat, shows how little sympathy that 
party has with civil service reform prin- 
ciples, or with men who practice them in 
any degree, and the Independents have 
even begun to doubt whether President 
Cleveland is as much a friend to reform as 
they had fondly imagined. 

Gen. Andrews thinks, and with justice, 
that “the Republican party lias only to 
show an honest purpose to abolish tho 
spoils system, and the worse than kingly 
one-man power which it fosters” to attract 
to their former allegiance the already dis- 
affected Independents, and to win in the 
uext campaign. He says that “our leaders 
will greatly lighteu the labors of the im- 
pending canvass, greatly lessen the wear 
and tear and expense, the need of brass 
bands, torchlight processions, and large 
subscriptions of money, if they will season- 
ably commence an intelligent agitation of 
the question of civil service reform, and 
educate our party up to a hearty and en- 
lightened appreciation of the subject.” 

The present civil service law is good 
as far as it goes, but it docs not go far 
enough, Gen. Andrews says. It ought to 
take in the tlnee thousand civil officers of 
the United States, who can be appointed 
only by the President by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate. What has the consular 
officer, for instance, five thousand miles 
away, to do with party politics, that he 
should be changed every time a new Presi- 
dent is elected? Or tho Indian agents, to 
take a still more disgraceful illustration of 
the spoils system, what have they to do 
with party politics? No reform in the 
Indian service can be hoped for as long as 
the President uses the agencies merely as 
rewards for party workers. 

Gen. Andrews calls attention also to the 
equivocal course of the President in making 
removals, — instead of saying frankly that 
the removals were on party grounds, he 
caused it to bo understood that they were 
for the good of the service, thus allowing 
old and faithful officials to retire with a 
stigma upon their reputations. Neverthe- 
less when the Senate asked for the record 
of some of these removed officials, he was 
obliged to confess that he had kept n»ue, 
although he still professed to make n- 
inovals for “the improvement of the public 
service.” This was before tho Higgins epi- 
sode, however. 

Gen. Andrews speaks of the great good 
one genuine civil service reformer could do 
in Congress— perhaps our Congressman 
Burnett will turn out to be such a man; he 
was elected by the votes of the most out- 
spoken leaders of reform! It would not be 
a bad idea to carry civil service reform 
methods into our selection of Congressmen. 
There is certainly need of some method of 
getting more efficient and skilled legisla- 
tors. 

This little pamphlet is so full of wise 
and practical suggestions, that we hope it 
will have a wide circulation. It can be 
found at any of the newsdealers, and it 
presents the whole question in the clearest 
possible light. 

The ceusus of children of school age, 
just completed, shows some interesting 
features. Ward Two is the banner ward in 
number, as it lias 740, and Ward Six comes 
second with (112. The latter has gained 53. 
more than twice the gain of any other 
ward save Ward One, which has gained 35. 
Ward Four has lost 12 since last year, and 
Ward Three has only gained one. Ward 
Seven has by far the smallest number of 
children, only 295, but it has gained seven 
during the year. The total gain in the 
whole city 18 112, nearly half of which is 
credited to Ward Six, which evidently in- 
tends to hold the balance of power iu eity 
politics at no distant day. 

Tub great success that has attended 
Ticknor’s summer series of original copy- 
right novels has induced Messrs. Ticknor 
A- Co. to continue their publication, but 
hereafter the books will he issued semi- 
monthly. “The Confessions of a Frivolous 
Girl,” Robert Grant's popular novel, leads 
in this later series and it is followed by 
, Eugene Field’s “Culture’s Garland,” about 
which every one is now talking. These 
handsome books are only 50 cents each. 

Tub success of the experiments made 
upon the Cambridge street railway with 
electric motors shows that electricity will 
soon take the place of horses. The New- 
ton .Street Railway company probably look 
with some complacency on the delay in 
getting a location for their road, as it en- 
ables them to profit by all the costly ex- 
periments that are being made by other 
com panics. 

Tub Democratic state convention is to 
meet at Worcester on September 3<Uh. It 
is to be hoped that the delegates will re- 
member the experience of the legislative 
committee in that city last winter.

— Mr. B. F. Houghton is the possessor of 
measures which have been in constant use 
in AA T est Newton for at least 100 years. 
They were originally the property of Sol. 
Flagg, who in the previous century kept a 
grocery store on the site now occupied by 
H. II. Hunt’s carpenter shop. They are 
pewter tankards, and the sizes are a gal- 
lon, one half-gallon, quart, pint and gill. 

— A resident of Newton, just this side 
the Waltham lino, complaints of fruit and 
other depreciations by those who it is 
claimed come from the AValtham Chemis- 
try district, and the instances cited are of 
a very aggravated form. Anything of a 
practical nature to put an cud to this 
thieving that we could suggest, says the 
Waltham Tribune, “wo should be glad to 
make known, but the subject is a dillicult 
one to handle. The police of this city, 
most assuredly, arc not to blame, since the 
offences are committed in Newton and they 
and our court have no jurisdiction over the 
offenders. But the lawlessness ought to 
be stopped, and we can suggest no better 
way than for our correspondent to get the 
names of the offenders, or of some of them, 
aun have them brought into court.” 

— Mrs. Catharine McKenna, who so mys- 
teriously disappeared August Kith, reap- 
peared last Saturday. She crawled out of 
a swamp in the rear of Michael 
McCarty’s house on Auburnda[c avenue 
until she was seen hv his family. She was 
much exhausted by” hunger and exposure, 
but by careful care is now entirely recov- 
ered. She had got into the swamp on Tues- 
das and had not sufficient strength to get 
out. Tho slough is only about 300 yards 
from the road, and she stated that many 
times people passed within hearing and 
that she could ofteu hear voices in Mc- 
Carty’s house but was unable to nialco 
herself heard. She remained through two 
heavy rains, during which she obtained 
water by wringing out her shawl and had 
had nothing to eat from Sunday to Satur- 
day except one boiled egg, which site ate 
before she left home. Under the circum- 
stances her recovery was certainly wonder- 
ful. 

— Tho Brookline Nows, in its nccouut of 
tho death of ex-Aldorman E. R. Scccomb. 
says: “Ho was a merchant of tho old 
school; that is, lie was thoroughly trained 
for his calling, and pursued commerce in a 
largo and legitimate way. In company 
with the Into Capt. Isaac Taylor (under the 
name of Seooomb and Taylor) his firm 
wore for many years tho leaders in Boston’s 
African trade. In 1853-4, when Boston had 
a shipping interest to bo proud of, Scc- 
comb & Taylor built some of the fastest 
clipper ships which ovor sailed from that 
port. Business reverses overtook tho iirm 
at one time and they failed, making an 
honorable and satisfactory settlement with 
their creditors, but a few years later, hav- 
ing again won success, they revived the old 
accounts and paid all tlieir former credi- 
tors in full, principal and interest. This 
performance also indicates the old school 
of merchants, for tho present generation 
knows of such transactions only as history 
or tradition. It used to be said of Air. Sec- 
comb and Capt. Taylor that they wero well 
mated, for the senior was the complement 
of tho junior partner. Capt. Taylor was 
a man of great executive ability, active, 
energetic, of sanguine temperament, warm- 
hearted, cordial, and, withal, a thoroughly 
equipped sailor, while Air. Seooomb was 
the ideal of an office man, thorough and 
painstaking, conservative, calm, courtly in 
manner, a trained accountant, and a man 
of rare gifts and accomplishments as a cor- 
respondent. Each iu his own way made an 
honorable record. 

—Few of the many persons who daily 
pass the old building between Nickerson’s 
block and B. F. Houghton's storo re- 
alize that they are passing by one of tiie 
oldest buildings in AVest Newton. Tho 
first date that can be attached to it with 
any certainty is 1700. In that year, and 
probably for a number of years, the build- 
ing was a tavern on the DK1 Natick rotul, 
now Washington street, kept by Ensign 
Phiuoas Bond. That tavern was of an en- 
tirely different shape from the present 
tenement. It comprised tho middle por- 
tion of tiie present building, was hip- 
roofed aud faced broadside to the street. 
Thu front room was a bar-rooiu, to which 


entrance was obtained through a door 
placed where at present there is a hay w in- 
dow. The liorso sheds attached to the 
hotel extended west along the road a con- 
siderable distance, and tho well was placed 
whore Elm street now runs. The hotel 
laud extended east to the present lino be- 
tween the f.nngregationnlist* Church and 
the Pierce school, but in 1700 a lot. in- 
eluding the present church lot. was sold to 
the first parish for $12. The building was 
used as tavern until about the year 1833, 
when the brick hotel on Washington street 
was built, and many stilling scenes it, and 
the old elm which stands beside it, has 
witnessed. During tho Revolution the 
British soldiers of Burgoyuc's army came 
through Newton on their march to Bos- 
ton, coming in over AVeston hridgo along 
the present Woodland street and down tho 
Natick mad. In front, of this tavern they 
made a long halt, and numbers of them 
partook of liquid refreshment from the bar- 
room. In 1N25 Lafayette stopped at tho 
tavern and visited its bar-room. To the 
same place came the famous highwayman, 
Alike Martin, and bis captors, after his 
robbery of Major Brav on tho Medford 
turnpike. About the year 1833 the prop- 
erty was bought by Seth Davis, the build- 
ing enlarged in its present shape, a sec- 
ond piazza built, on and a summer-house 
built in the old elm, the work being done 
by Le Grand Lucas. It was then used 
ns a bonrding.house. The building is now 
owned by B. F. Houghton and used as a 
tenement bouse.

Dear Bro.’s: — 

We are all well and I hone this will find 
you all enjoying the same blessing. The 
weather is cool and comfortable. Every 
one feelslike sleeping nights. The atmos- 
phere is different from that of New Eng- 
land. 

I attended Spurgeon’s Tabernacle yester- 
day. AVhatan immense structure? They 
liavo no organ, no choir. Everybody stands 
up and sings. Blit what poor music they 
sang? Wc arc ahead of them iu this mat- 
ter I think. Mr. Spurgeon spoke the only 
pure English 1 have heard in England. lie 
lias been ill of late. AVe have visited t lie 
Congregational churcli of Upper Norwood. 

It seems more like an Episcopalian. So 
dull. The prayer meeting was dull. Still 
there seemed to he a quiet spirit of rever- 
ence for all that. was said. 

In the .Sabbath school, the superintend- , 
ent goes about piuebing the boys ears when 
they don’t behave; then tlioy do not act 
much better. 

All the churches here of our denomina- 
tion seem to be thriving. They have large 
communities to draw from. There seems 
to be no Catholics here. All arc Protes- 
tants of some sort or other. 

The Crystal Palace is quite near, and on 
some days thero will be 20,000 people as- 
sembled. I like to sec them. They seem 
well-behaved and courteous. I am afraid 
America lias a bad effect on our English 1 
boys, as all the boys here are courteous. 
They know how to say, “Yes sir, and no ! 
sir,” etc. 

AY e have visited the Tower and tiie Brit- { 
isli Museum, Royal Academy, National 
Gallery and London Bridge. One day we J 
drove to Shirley Hills and visited the Bishop ' 
of Canterbury's line estate. Now you will j 
want to know bow we like things. Well, ! 
wo like about everything thus far. I am 
surprised at the fruits, vegetables and ; 
meats, they are so nice. 

The hedges and trees are quite fine. I 
bought cherries the other day that were 
nearly an inch in diameter. Fine sirloin j 
beef can he bought at 0 pence per pound. 1 
Clothing is almost as dear as in America, 
but many things are somewhat less. Not ! 
a great way in the future the United j 
States may be tiie cheapest of the two 
countries. 

Before long we intend to visit Ireland 
and Scotland. There is a great exhibition 
of paintings at Manchester, paintings that ! 
have been made during Victoria’s reign, 
which we hope to visit. Saturday we vis- 
ited the great watering place, Brighton. i 

One thing is true, we keep tired all tiie ! 
time. I am not used to walking on such ' 
bard pavements. Airs. Lamb stands it bet- 
ter than I do. The children cat like pigs 
rather than like Lambs.

Evenings we gather about the great* firo- 
place in tho parlor.

Family worship is conducted after 
breakfast every morning by some member 
of the household. On Sunday we have a 
preaching servico at the hotel parlor, con- 
ducted by some clergyman also a guest 
here. Sunday evening again tho family 
gather for a sing.

There are all the 
guests here that can ho accommodated and 
besides to the ordinary summer tourist 
Watervillo would not ho attractive. To 
those who wish to spend time on hotel 
piazzas displaying dry goods, engineering 
matrimonial alliances, or dawdling away

THE AMERICAN. 

The first tiling olmorvablo iti tho Ameri- 
can Magazine is tho generous variety of 
intellectual faro which it strives'to provide. 
The most solid and important articles 
which the September number contains, aro 
two which possess at tho moment on obvi- 
ous reciprocal interest — “Our Now Navy” 
and “The Military System of Canada.” In 
the first article, Lieutenant W. S. Hughes 
of the United States Nnvy, describes tho 
steel cruisers Chicago, Host on, Atlanta and 
Dolphin, and, so far as they have been do- 
signed, tho new vessels which Congress 
has since authorized. Mr. Fawcett’s 
“Olivia Delaplaino” — profusely and dis- 
tressingly illustrated— reaches its tenth 
chapter. II. 1). Mason, in “A Poet and Ilia 
Verses,” reprints some of the lesser known 
lines of Hichnrd Kculf, whose unbalanced 
rare gonius*playod fast and loose with his 
peace, and drove him at last to death by 
his own hand. Hero is a iragincnt:

THE ATLANTIC. 

The interest of tho Atlantic for .Septem- 
ber may lie said to depend greatly on most 
interesting installments of its two serial 
stories by Mrs. Oliphant and Mr. Crawford. 
Doth of these are at their climax; Mr. 
Crawford’s especially lias a scene which for 
thrilling novelty is almost unequalled. Dr. 
Holmes, in “One Hundred Days in Europe,” 
tolls about his stay in Paris and his visits 
to some of tho places which he had seen 
years before, particularly St. Etienne du 
Mont, tho Pantheon, the Cafe Procope, tho 
Louvre, the Palais Royal, tho Hois do Bou- 
logne; and also of a visit to Monsieur Pas- 
teur. The Atlantic, in fact, seems rather 
devoted to France, for this number has 
also an article by Ellen Terry .Johnson en- 
titled “Le Roi Manque,” being an account 
of Louis XIV’s promising son, tho Duke 
of Burgundy, who, had he succeeded his 
father, would have made French history so 
dilYercnt. Another article, by John Bach 
Mc.Mastor, upon “Franklin in France,” 
shows how Franklin succeeded in making 
himself the idol of tho French at tho period 
subsequent to the Revolution. Mr. A. C. 
Gordon contributes a short and touching 
story of negro life, called “A Pinohtown 
Pauper.” Bradford Torroy has an article 
about the virco, called “A Woodland Inti- 
mate.” “By| River and Rond in Russia” 
gives an interesting account of a Russian 
journey, and is written by Edmund Noble. 
The two “solid” articles of this issue are, 
“A Study of Early Egotism,” by Elizabeth 
P ibins Pennell, and “The Soul of the Far 
East, by Percival Lowell; the latter is the 
Hist, of a series. Under the title of “An 
Old Book” a curious account is given of the 
foundation of St. Bartholomew’s Church 
at Smithlk‘ld,2Londou. Louise Chandler 
Moulton, Andrew Hedbrookc and William 
Cranston Lawton contribute excellent 
poetry, and there aro reviews of recent 
novels and a elevor “Club.” Houghton, 
Mi 111 in A' Co., Boston. 

TIIE OVERLAND MONTHLY. 

The Overland Monthly for August pre- 
sents a table of contents sulliciontly varied 
to please all tastes. For those that like 
fiction thore is the short story “A Disagree- 
able Voting Woman,” a camping story; the 
serial “Chata and Chinita,” and tho open- 
ing chapters of a new short serial, “Tho 
i^ccquia Madre of Santiago.” This is not 
the Chilean Santiago but tho pueblo of that 
name in Now Mexico, whose quaint and 
picturesque customs afford a novel garb 
for a delightful old-fashioned tale of tho 
love of two young Pueblo Indians. The 
out-door sketches “Our (’amp in the 
Canon” and “An Ascent of Mt. Shasta” 
represent both ends of tho State in a 
charming fashion. In the lino of Indian 
articles, a stronghold of tho Overland’s, are 
Major-General Howard’s continuation of 
tho history of the Bannock War in which 
ho tolls of the battle of “Old Camp Curry,” 
and Col. A. G. Tassin’s second paper of the 
Chronicles of (Jump Wright, lull of vivid- 
ness and power. **A Nest of Wild Cats” 
tell with marked incisiveuess the story «»f 
wildcat banking in Nebraska; “Slavery in 
Florence” is an interesting study of tho 
mediiuval status of that great problem over 
which tears of blood were shed centuries 
later in our own country. Literary subjects 
receive due attention in two articles iu tho 
body of the magazine and the usual depart- 
ment of Book Reviews. Tho Overland has 
as broad a literary field us any magazine iu 
the country, ami appears to fill it com- 
pletely.

THREE NEW HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS AP- 
POINTED. 


NEWTON UPPER FALLS.

Tho regular meeting of the school 
board was held Wednesday evening, Messrs. 
Ames, Hagar, Weed, Philbrick, Dickinson, 
Smith, Frost, Putney, Walton, Stone and 
Miss Smead being present; most of the ab- 
sentees are away from the city. 

Mr. Ilagar called tho meeting to order, 
and Mr. Ames was chosen chairman by bal- 
lot, receiving all but one of the votes cast. 

The first business was the uorainatiuii 
and confirmation of teachers. 

On tho recommendation of Mr. Smith, 
Miss Edith O. Matteson, an unassigned 
teacher, was appointed to iill Miss Ingra- 
ham’s place in the Williams school, sho 
having resiguod on accouut of ill hoaltli. . 

HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

Mr. Smith then reported for tho High 
school committee the names of the teachers 
recommended, with their salaries: Mr. A. 

J. George, at a salary of $1800; Mr. Goorgo 
L. Chandler, $1500; Miss Francis Pierce 
Owen, at schedule salary. Miss Owen, Sup- 
erintendent Emerson stated, was a graduate 
of Boston University, a native of Bruns- 
wick, Me., and had taught two years in 
Natick, where he had visited her and been 
very favorably impressed. He had roceived 
strong testimonials in her favor, and her 
specialty was olassics, which was very for- 
tunate, as there was an opportunity to em- 
ploy a teacher almost exclusively, to help 
out Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Davis. Miss 
Owen’s appointment was then confirmed. 

MR. A. J. GEORGE 

is a graduate of Amherst and has taught 
for 1 1 years, six years as principal of the 
Ashland High school, and five years as as- 
sistant in the Brookline High school. Ilis 
specialty, the superintendent explained, 
was English Literature, Physics and Chem- 
istry. He had been appointed to till the 
place of one of tho Professors in Boston 
University, who has been granted a leave 
of absence for two years, but this will take 
him only two or three hours a weok in the 
af ternoons, so that it will not interfere with 
his duties at the High school. Ho was very 
highly recommended by Prof. Kunklc of 
tho Institute of Technology. 

Mr. Ames said that he was very favorably 
struck with Mr. George, and from friends 
in Brookline he had heard him very highly 
spoken of. He had twice been elected 

K rincipal of the Manchester High school, 
ut had declined, as ho desired to coniine 
his work to a special line. He was willing 
to come at the same salary he received in 
Brookline, lie thought ho was one of the 
most desirable teachers the school could 
have, and was only troubled by the ques- 
tion of expense, but nevertheless, he be- 
lieved it would bo the best $000 the eity 
ever laid out. Iii reply to Mr. Walton, Mr. 
Ames said that Mr. Chandler’s specialties 
were tho scionces and mathematics, Mr. 
George’s English Literature anil the 
sciences, so that they would complement 
each other’s work. The High school com- 
mittee were unanimous iu recommending 
them.

CENSUS OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

The superintendent lead Ids monthly re- 
port, which included tho census of school 
children, just completed. There are in the 
city J,897 children of school ago, a gain of 
11*2 over tho previous year. By wards, 
they are divided ns follows: Ward 1, 580. a 
gaiii of 85; Ward 2, 740, a gain of *28; Ward 
8, 595, a gain of I : Ward 4, 590. a hiHsof 1*2; 
Ward ft. 485, a gain of ft; Word 0, (112, a 
gain of 58; Ward 7, 205, a gain of 7. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

There wore 82 graduates of tho High 
school last year, and 180 graduates of tlio 
Grammar school; 107 of tho latter have re- 
ceived high school certificates. 

F. 1). Spear, who had the contract for 
carrying pupils to tho High school, lins 
sold out to Mr. Lear, and tho latter wishes 
to know what tho city will do about a con- 
tract for nnothor year. 

W. J. Rolfe’s series of English poems 
were recommended for uso in tho High 
school. 

The change of tho requirements for ad- 
mission to the various colleges and tho In- 
stitute, necessitated some changes iu the 
course of study at tho High school, tho 
most important of which was in tlio Physics 
required at Harvard, in which laboratory 
work is substituted for class-room work. 
This will tako more time, and require $800 
worth of apparatus. 

W. II. &heldon, a pupil of the Hyde 
school aged 12} years, was recommended 
for admission to the High school. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. nagar presented tho report of the 
committeo on accounts. The past two 
months $7,748 has been oxponded, tho 
larger portion of which was for tho winter’s 
supply of coal. $80,085 is left of tho gen- 
eral appropriation, $830 of that for con- 
veyance of pupils, $21.70 for evening 
schools, and $4,927 for incidentals. 

SALARIES. 

Mr. Dickinson roported an order from the 
committeo on salaries, making tho pay of 
female teachers $800 the first year, $900 the 
second, and $1,000 tho third and thereafter. 

Mr. Weed thought the change should not 
apply to Miss Owen, as it would bo unfair 
to make the change after slio had been 
engaged, 

Mr. Ames called Mr. Walton to the chair 
and made a strong speech against adopting 
any fixed schedule, or specifying in detail 
the salaries of teachers. The order was 
referred back to tho committee. 

Miss Owens’ salary, on recommendation 
of Mr. Weed, was fixed at $900, the usual 
rate. 

Mr. Philbrick moved that a contract be 
made with W. E. Wiswall for the convey- 
ance of three pupils from tho Oak Hill 
district to tho Mason school, a distance of 
2} miles, at a rate not to exceed $15 per 
month.

WHY THERE IIAS BEEN A DELAY ADOPT 
BUILDING. 


MR. CHANDLER, 

Mr. Smith said, was not a stranger to New- 
ton, as he had been Master of the Williams 
school for several years, and had been ex- 
tremely popular with his pupils. He was 
remarkably succeseful iu attaching them 
to him, and in arousiug enthusiasm for 
original work. It had been a common re- 
mark with Auburudalc Ixjys that Mr. 
Chandler ought to be in (he High school. 
He was a very wide-awake mnu, fond of 
original research and hail collected quite a 
cabinetjjfor Williams school. 

The nomination of both teachers was then 
confirmed and their salaries fixed at the 
figures recommended by the committee. 

MIMS HATTIE .1. BROOKS 

was then nominated by Mr. Putney as 
assistant teacher in the Hyde school, to fill 
the place of Miss Davis. Mi. Emerson said 
she was a native of Haverhill, graduate of 
the High school, had had charge of a de- 
part incut in the training schoolfor a year, 
which was equal to two years teaching in 
an ordinary school, and had graduated at 


Mr. C. Henry Adams, who owns the land on 
which the new Eliot station is to be built, gives the 
reasons for the delay in tho building. He and his 
wife owned some 161,000 feet of laud through 
which tho Circut road was run, and signed a paper 
allowing the railroad company to locate a track 
through their land. In comraou witli two other laud 
owners, at least, they supposed the roadway would 
only he 40 feet wide, when in l’uct 82 1.2 feet were 
taken. They protested, but the company declined 
to pny for the extra laud, giving us a reason that 
Mr. Adams might have examined the surveys nt 
the office of the company’s engineer. Again, they 
did not expect that Lincoln street would lie dosed 
by the company, thus rendering a new street 
necessary, which would take 14,411 square feet of 
their luud and $300 in money. The company asked 
for 17,800 feet free of charge for the roadway, und a 
spur will have to he built from the new street, 
taking about 10,000 feet, thus leaving Mr. Adams 
only 120,000 squurc feet of his original 161,000. 
Mr. Adams says that most of the property owners 
to he beuefiited by the new depot, were perfectly 
willing that be should do the whole thing, lie 
thought they should ‘’chip in” aud so delayed 
moving in the matter until he was in part indemni- 
fied for the loss of what would ultimately he of 
great benefit to property owners in tho vicinity. A 
few geuerous und equitably disposed gcntlcincu 
have come forward, und admitted the justice of 
iiis claims, aud urc ottering to contribute towards 
his claim for an indemnity. The price of the lot 
wanted for the depot grounds bus been ugree.l 
upon, »o that when tho mutter of indemnity is set- 
tled, he is ready to convey lo the railroad coinpuuy 
the lot for the depot site, and the one for the road- 
way. Mr. Adams’ position iu the matter seems 
perfectly ruusonublc, und it is only fair that the 
other real estate owners in the vicinity, some of 
whom will ho heuefitted all the way from hundreds 
to thousands of dollars, should hear their share of 
the expense. The following circular bus been is- 
sued for the sake ofhusteniug the matter: 

Ilcur Sir: — It is now both desirable und judi- 
cious that stops be at once taken to complete the 
subscriptions to indemnify Mary F. Adams for 
laud und inouey contributed fcr the construction 
of the upprouch or street (to be known us Mere- 
dith avenue) ut Eliot stutiou on the Circuit rail- 
road, Ncwtou Highlands, iu order that the Boston 
« t Albany Railroad company should comiueucc tho 
erection of the depot there at once ; therefore you 
are invited to bo present ut a meeting for thut 
purpose to he belli in tho now building of Messrs. 
Allen & Young, Roylstou street, near the railroad 
bridge und depot site, Monday next, Aug. 29th, at 
2 o’clock p. iii . The uinouut of indemnity claimed 
is *900, ouo-thiid of which is promised. If uuublo 
to ho present will you indicate, to either of tho un- 
dersigned, your willingness to aid iu tho mutter, 
und to what extent.
